Photographic  Equipment 

OUTPUT  FOR  JULY-SEPTEMBER  1964 

THE  value  of  deliveries  of  photo- 
graphic equipment  including  sensitised 
materials  in  the  third  quarter  of  1964 
was  again  about  one-quarter  greater 
than  a  year  earlier;  home  and  export 
deliveries  increased  by  nearly  one-tenth 
and  two-thirds  respectively,  according 
to  the  Board  of  Trade's  Business  Moni- 
tor. From  the  second  quarter  of  1964 
the  coverage  of  the  inquiry  has  been 
extended  to  include  document  copying 
machines.  To  prevent  disclosure  of  con- 
fidential information  those  figures  are 
not  given  separately  but  are  inclu- 
ded in  the  residual  heading  covering 
other  photographic  apparatus.  The 
figures  shown  for  that  heading,  for 
sensitised  paper  and  cloth  and  for  the 
industry  as  a  whole  are  not  directly 
comparable  with  a  year  earlier.  Home 


and  export  deliveries  of  cine  cameras, 
standard  35  mm.  cine  projectors  and 
non-miniature  photographic  cameras 
were  all  lower  than  in  the  same  period 
last  year.  Home  market  deliveries  of 
non-standard  cine  projectors  were  also 
lower  but  there  was  a  substantial  in- 
crease for  export.  Deliveries  of  sensi- 
tised cinematographic  film  and  of  sensi- 
tised paper  and  cloth  continued  above 
the  level  of  a  year  ago  but  deliveries 
of  other  sensitised  film  were  lower. 

Drug  Promotion  Costs 

RESULTS  OF  A.B.P.l.  SURVEY 

THE  latest  survey  by  the  Association 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
shows  that,  in  the  year  1962-63,  approxi- 
mately £8-3  millions  was  spent  by  the 
industry  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  the 
search  for  and  the  development  of  new 
medicines,  together  with  £400,000  on 
grants  for  research  and  £2-2  millions 


for  research  carried  out  by  associated 
organisations  overseas.  The  cost  of  pro- 
motion and  technical  information  ser- 
vices to  doctors  amounted  to  £8-9 
millions  for  the  same  year.  That  com- 
prehensive figure  is  equivalent  to  11-9 
per  cent,  of  United  Kingdom  sales, 
compared  with  £6-5  millions  and  12-2 
per  cent,  for  the  1961-62  figures,  which 
related  to  forty-nine,  or  about  three- 
quarters  of  the  companies  concerned. 
Announcements  in  technical  journals, 
and  direct  mail  and  samples  to  doctors 
were  relatively  down;  there  was  a  slight 
increase  in  the  cost  of  medical  repre- 
sentatives. The  Association  states  "  The 
industry  is  very  conscious  of  the  fact 
that  high  productivity  is  no  use  unless 
what  is  produced  is  also  sold." 

"Anomalous"  Decisions 

AN  EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  PROTESTS 

DECISIONS  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  actions  over  pharmacists  in 
breach  of  their  terms  of  service  brought 
strong  protests  at  a  meeting  of  Chester 
Executive  Council  on  January  1.  Two 
recommendations  by  the  Council  had 
been  overruled  by  the  Minister.  One — 
that  £100  should  be  withheld  from  a 
pharmacist's  remuneration — involved  a 
contractor  who  had  already  undergone 
one  fine  of  £100.  The  Minister  recom- 
mended reducing  the  present  penalty  to 
£25.  In  the  second  case  a  pharmacist 
who  discovered  he  had  incorrectly  dis-

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pensed  a  test  prescription  informed  the 
clerk  of  the  Council  immediately  the 
testing  agent  had  left.  No  previous 
complaint  had  been  against  him  and 
the  Council  had  recommended  a  warn- 
ing with  no  monetary  penalty.  The 
Minister  had  decided  that  a  £5  penalty 
should  be  imposed  and  had  asked  the 
Council  for  further  comment.  A  resolu- 
tion deploring  the  Minister's  decisions 
was  passed  by  the  Council  and  a  pro- 
test has  been  sent  to  him.  With  a  third 
recommendation  by  the  Council  the 
Minister  had  agreed.  It  concerned  a 
chemist  who  had  been  in  practice  for 
many  years  and  against  whom  there 
was  no  previous  complaint.  The  Coun- 
cil had  recommended  a  warning  only. 

"Abortion  Pills" 

CHEMISTS  CITED  "  IRRESPONSIBLY  " 

IN  an  account  of  "  Sex  at  School "'  by 
a  seventeen-year-old  schoolgirl  in  the 
January  issue  of  Family  Planning,  she 
made  the  statement  that  girls  at  her 
school  "  often  try  to  get  rid  of  their 
babies  by  using  quinine.  If  that  fails 
they  may  try  some  back-street  chemist, 
whom  they  have  got  hold  of  through 
the  '  grape-vine,'  for  some  '  abortion 
pills '."  A  report  of  the  article  ap- 
peared on  January  6  in  the  Guardian, 
which  subsequently  published  a  letter 
from  the  secretary  and  registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  F.  W. 
Adams)  pointing  out  that  the  Associa- 
tion (which  is  the  publisher  of  Family 
Planning)  had,  in  a  statement  to  the 
Society  in  June  1964,  declared  that  it 
had  no  information  of  chemists  assist- 
ing in  attempts  to  procure  abortion. 
Mr.  Adams  accused  the  Association  of 
acting  irresponsibly  in  giving  currency 
to  the  girl's  reference  to  "  chemists.'' 

Prescribers'  Problems 

MINISTER  WRITES  TO  DOCTORS 

THE  Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Kenneth 
Robinson)  recently  sent  a  New  Year 
letter  to  each  of  the  22.000  family  doc- 
tors taking  part  in  the  National  Health 
Service.  In  it  he  mentioned  some  of 
the  problems  confronting  the  family  doc- 
tor today  and  referred  to  the  steps  that 
are  being  taken  to  find  acceptable  solu- 
tions. He  wrote :  "  I  have  long  been 
aware  of  the  feelings  of  unrest  and 
frustration  among  many  family  doctors. 
There  are  many  problems  to  be  solved. 
There  is  also.  I  believe,  a  growing 
awareness  that  solutions  can  be  found, 
provided  we  are  ready  to  understand 
and  allow  for  each  other's  difficulties." 
Referring  to  the  abolition  of  prescrip- 
tion charges  on  February  1  the  Minis- 
ter recalls  that  for  many  years  the 
profession  condemned  the  prescription 
charge  as  a  hindrance  to  good  family 
doctoring,  "  a  view  I  have  always 
shared."  The  Minister  continued  "  The 
different  view  first  expressed  this  year 
at  the  annual  representative  meeting 
of  the  British  Medical  Association  may 
well  have  derived  from  fears  of  an  in- 
creased workload  arising  from  aboli- 
tion. Many  doctors  have  told  me  they 
do  not  share  these  fears,  and  in  any 
event  I  cannot  regard  charges  to  the 
patient  as  an  acceptable  form  of  deter- 
rent. It  is  this  consideration,  and  cer- 
tainly not  any  indifference  to  the  size 


of  the  drug  bill,  that  has  led  the  Gov- 
ernment to  abolish  the  prescription 
charge.  No  one  wishes  the  patient  to  be 
deprived  of  the  drugs  he  needs,  and  it 
is  for  you  to  decide  what  those  needs 
are.  At  the  same  time  there  is  advan- 
tage to  us  all  as  taxpayers  if  less  ex- 
pensive drugs  are  prescribed  where  they 
are  equally  effective,  and  if  the  amounts 
prescribed  are  no  greater  than  are  likely 
to  be  needed.  With  the  disappearance 
of  charges,  the  incentive  to  prescribe  in 
large  quantities  to  save  the  patient's 
pocket  disappears  too.  The  advice  of 
the  Hinchliffe  Committee  will  once 
again  apply,  namely  that  no  more  than 
one  week's  supply  should  be  prescribed 
at  a  time  during  the  first  two  weeks  of 
illness,  and  thereafter  no  more  than  a 
fortnight's  supply,  save  for  certain 
chronic  illnesses."

Ulster  Chemists 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE 

THE  Northern  Ireland  General  Health 
Services  Board's  reply  to  a  letter  sent 
by  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
about  extending  holidays  to  include 
St.  Patrick's  Day,  Whit  Monday  and 
August  Bank  Holiday  was  reported  by 
the  secretary  of  the  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association  (Miss  A.  E.  Strachan) 
at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation's Executive  in  Belfast  on  Janu- 
ary 5  to  have  been  received.  The 
Board's  pharmaceutical  advisory  com- 
mittee, while  being  prepared  normally 


to  grant  those  additional  holidays, 
would,  it  was  stated,  require  to  know 
precisely  which  shops  would  be  taking 
them  and  what  would  happen  if  St. 
Patrick's  Day  fell  on  a  Saturday  or 
Sunday.  It  was  agreed  to  obtain  signa- 
tures from  members  so  that  clear  de- 
tails could  be  submitted  to  the  Board 
at  an  early  date.  The  secretary  reported 
that  a  few  chemists  in  Belfast  were 
prejudicing  the  rota  service  by  failing 
to  observe  normal  closing  hours.  After 
discussion  on  the  suitability  of  the 
present  rota  system  in  Belfast  it  was 
agreed  to  call  a  meeting  of  Belfast 
members  to  consider  the  question  fully. 
Bangor,  Larne  and  Portrush  chemists 
were  now  operating  a  five-day  week 
service,  reported  Miss  Strachan,  and 
other  towns  had  made  application  to 
the  Health  Services  Board  for  permis- 
sion to  follow  suit.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Goodwill 

In  the  course  of  his  address  to  the  Plymouth  branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  Mr.  N.  Herdman  said  (p.  28)  that  if  a  line  did  not  "  turn 
over  "  in  a  certain  period  it  was  ruthlessly  struck  out  of  the  multiples'  stock- 
lists  regardless  of  the  needs  or  desires  of  the  minority  or  the  need  to 
give  service.  There,  said  Mr.  Herdman.  was  the  private  man's  chance.  It 
has.  of  course,  been  obvious  that  large  stores  engaged  in  the  sale  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  have  concentrated  on  the  quick  selling  lines,  and  that  the 
public  has  not  hesitated  to  avail  itself  of  the  opportunity  to  purchase  those 
lines  from  such  a  source  if  it  suited  their  convenience.  It  has  also  been 
evident  that  the  pharmacy  is  still  expected  to  provide  on  demand  the  rare 
product,  such  as  Percy's  Peristaltic  Pills,  which  is  not  an  economic  proposi- 
tion for  the  large  store.  Mr.  Herdman's  view  is  that,  by  cutting  out  the 
so-called  non -profitable  lines,  goodwill  is  often  lost,  and  in  the  long  term 
much  trade.  It  evidently  all  depends  on  the  point  of  view,  for  on  p.  29  the 
same  problem  of  retail  trading  has  been  examined  by  a  firm  of  marketing 
consultants.  They  refer  to  the  fact  that  money  tied  up  in  slow  turning  or 
dead  stock  is  not  only  a  drain  on  the  chemist's  profits  but  "  it  prevents  him 
from  carrying  stock  with  which  to  offer  customers  a  sufficient  choice  in  some 
viable  department."  I  think,  on  balance,  that  the  private  pharmacist  has 
tended  to  follow  the  pattern  described  by  Mr.  Herdman,  and  that  his 
attitude  has  been  governed  by  the  principle  that  he  is  more  than  a  retailer 
of  goods.  He  is,  in  fact,  providing  a  service,  and  as  a  matter  of  course  he 
goes  upstairs  to  the  stockroom  to  satisfy  a  demand  for  bay  leaves,  or  sal 
prunella,  or  turmeric  or  allspice,  knowing  that  he  is  regarded  as  the  natural 
purveyor  of  such  commodities.  It  appears,  from  recent  experience,  that  the 
facilities  for  fostering  the  goodwill  advocated  by  Mr.  Herdman  are  reced- 
ing, for  wholesale  and  manufacturing  houses  are  no  longer  the  universal 
providers  they  were.  The  items  ruthlessly  struck  out  of  their  stock-list 
suggests  that  service  and  goodwill  are  no  longer  the  maxim  in  that  direction. 

Therapeutic  value 

In  the  same  address  at  Plymouth,  Mr.  Herdman  pointed  out  that  before 
1935  pharmacists  had  been  engaged  mainly  in  the  preparation  of  medicines 
of  vegetable  origin,  elegantly  prescribed  but  almost  always  therapeutically 
useless.  Today  the  pharmacist  "  merely  "  counted  out  tablets,  but  those 
tablets  were  of  therapeutic  value.  "  Despite  that  important  therapeutic 
advance,"  said  the  speaker,  "  from  a  public  prestige  point  of  view  no  bene- 
fits seemed  to  have  been  gained."  Perhaps  Mr.  Herdman  would  care  to 
enlarge  on  that  statement.  It  seems  to  me  that  little  has  changed  in  pre- 
scribing to  add  to  or  subtract  from  the  prestige  of  the  pharmacist  profes- 
sionally in  the  eyes  of  the  public,  for  they  were  not  in  a  position  to  assess 
the  therapeutic  value  of  what  was  prescribed  for  them  before  1935.  I  am 
not  denying  the  advances  that  have  been  made.  There  has  been  concrete 
and  almost  miraculous  progress,  but  it  may  be  that  pharmaceutical  prestige 
has  not  advanced  partly  because  there  is  less  evidence,  from  the  lay  point 
of  view,  of  the  exercise  of  the  pharmacist's  special  skills  than  there  was 
thirty  years  ago.  But  Mr.  Herdman  may  be  nearer  the  solution  when  he 
castigates  the  type  of  pharmacy  which  creates  a  poor  impression  in  a 
professional  sense.  It  has  been  said  that  the  public  estimate  of  a  medicine 
was  governed  by  its  presentation  in  a  clean  bottle  with  a  well-written  label, 
and  I  have  little  doubt  that  the  public  estimate  of  pharmacy  is  affected  by  its 
professional  appearance — or  lack  of  it. 

Staff 

The  difficulty  of  recruiting  suitable  staff  was  mentioned  at  a  meeting  in 
Liverpool  (p.  28).  It  is  a  problem  of  recent  date  for,  in  the  period  discussed 
by  Mr.  Herdman  at  Plymouth,  staff  consisted  mainly  of  those  who  were 
dedicated  to  pharmacy  as  a  career  and  were  being  trained  with  qualification 
in  view.  That  situation  has  disappeared,  and  little  career  value  attaches  to 
counter  assistant  only.  The  change  has  not  been  for  the  better  in  retail 
practice.

DUDLEY 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Society  should  continue  to  en- 
courage co-operation  between  branches 
and  schools  of  pharmacy  for  the  promo- 
tion of  pharmacy  as  a  career  at  local 
careers  exhibitions  and  conventions. 

REIGATE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  a  16-mm.  film  be  made  on  phar- 
macy as  a  career,  and  that  copies  of 
the  film  be  made  available  to  branches 
for  careers  exhibitions  and  similar  func- 
tions, the  existence  of  this  film  being 
made  known  to  careers  teachers. 

COLCHESTER 

1.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  in  order  to  enable  branches  to  give 
full  consideration  to  important  proposals 
by  Council,  at  least  four  months'  pre- 
liminary notice  of  such  proposals  should 
be  given  before  they  are  reconsidered 
by  Council,  this  period  of  notice  to  ex- 
clude the  months  of  June,  July  and 
August  or  to  be  extended  beyond  four 
months  to  seven  months  if  those  months 
are  included. 

2.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to 
secure  a  supplemental  charier  to  amend 
the  title  of  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  to  The  Royal  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain.

1.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  professional  character  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Journal  would  be  main- 
tained by  excluding  advertisements  from 
the  front  page  and  printing  instead  a 
list  of  contents. 

2.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  former  choice  of  pre-graduate 
or  post-graduate  practical  training  for 
students  be  restored. 

CORNWALL 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  present  requirements  for  practi- 
cal training  are  inadequate  preparation 
for  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist. 

WEST  METROPOLITAN 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  it  regrets  the  Council  has  failed  to 
proceed  with  the  draft  proposed  scheme 
for  a  closer  liaison  with  .the  branches, 
and  expresses  the  hope  that  the  Council 
will  put  forward  an  amended  scheme  at 
an  early  date  for  consideration  and 
comments  by  the  branches. 

BRADFORD 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should 
press  for  control  of  the  distribution  of 


samples  to  the  medical  profession  by 
unqualified  persons. 

FOLKESTONE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  when  a  pharmacist  discloses  the 
identity  of  a  dispensed  item  on  the 
label,  the  name  used  should  be  as  dis- 
pensed. 

READING 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  as  the  reasons  for  rejecting  area 
representation  were  formulated  some 
years  ago  it  ds  time  that  the  Society's 
Council  made  a  fresh  appraisal  of  the 
situation. 

NORTH  STAFFORDSHIRE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  21  elected  members  of  Council 
should  be  elected  on  the  basis  of 
territorial  tepresentation. 

BRISTOL 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  members  of  Council  be  elected  by 
means  of  a  single  transferable  vote. 

LEEDS 

1.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  voting  by  proxy  should  be  allowed 
at  special  general  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

2.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the 
Executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union  and  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  should 
discuss  the  permanent  representation  of 
two  contractor  members  of  the  Council 
on  the  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Con- 
tractors) Committee. 

COVENTRY 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  in  order  to  ensure  adequate  leisure 
time  for  pharmacists  in  general  prac- 
tice, the  Council  should  promote  and 
encourage  the  formation  of  group  phar- 
macies employing  two  or  more  pharma- 
cists, by  the  amalgamation  of  smaller 
pharmacies. 

NEWCASTLE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Council  of  the  Society  should 
seek  powers  to  regulate  the  location  of 
new  pharmacies. 

NOTTINGHAM 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  seek  powers  to  control  the  regis- 
tration of  pharmacies. 

FIFE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  should  take  steps  to  ensure  that 
there  will  be  an  equitable  distribution  of 
pharmacies  throughout  the  country. 

DUDLEY 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Society  should  put  forward 
proposals  for  the  shortening  of  the 
pharmaceutical  working  week,  bearing  in 


mind  the  "  one-man  pharmacy." 

NORTH  STAFFORDSHIRE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Society  should  take  steps  to 
obtain  the  power  to  refuse  registration 
of  any  premises  under  the  Pharmacy  and 
Poisons  Act,  when  such  registration 
would  result  in  a  lowering  of  the  pres- 
tige and  status  of  pharmacy. 

BIRMINGHAM 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that,  in  order  to  raise  the  standard  of 
management  in  the  general  practice  of 
pharmacy,  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  should  consider  making 
it  a  requirement  that  registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  should  have  been 
registered  members  of  the  Society  for 
two  years  before  undertaking  permanent 
managerial  duties. 

NORTH  STAFFORDSHIRE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  in  view  of  the  end  of  resale  price 
maintenance  the  Society  should  press 
more  vigorously  for  the  imp'ementation 
of  the  recommendation  of  the  Society 
to  the  Interdepartmental  Working  Party 
on  Legislation  Concerning  Medicines, 
that  the  preparation  and  distribution  of 
medicines  should  be  in  the  hands  of 
qualified  persons. 

CORNWALL 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Society  should  first  investigate 
and  then  propose  control  for  the  sale  of 
medicines  by  unqualified  persons. 

WEST  HERTFORDSHIRE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  to  safeguard  the  public,  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  continues  to  work  for 
the  control  of  the  advertising  of  medi- 
cines and  to  restrict  their  sale  to  regis- 
tered premises. 

FOLKESTONE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Council  should,  by  advice  and 
direction,  make  a  more  serious  attempt 
to  eliminate  the  causes  of  disunity  in 
general  practice. 

WEST  HERTFORDSHIRE 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  as  in  future  admission  to  the 
Register  will  be  by  degrees  in  pharmacy, 
all  degree  courses  should  include  instruc- 
tion in  subjects  for  general  practice, 
specialised  education  being  provided  for 
by  higher  degrees. 

SHEFFIELD 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Society  should  investigate  the 
part  the  profession  can  play  in  the 
education  of  the  public  in  health  matters. 

CHESTER 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting 
that  the  Society  shall  increase  its  efforts 
to  prevent  sales  of  proprietary  medicines 
by  cut-price  methods  or  other  induce- 
ments. 
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Discrimination'  Against  Pharmaceutical  Patents 

A.B.P.I.  CAMPAIGNS  FOR  REPEAL  OF  SECTION  41 


BELIEVING  that  section  41  of  the 
Patents  Act,  1 949,  discriminates  unfairly 
against  pharmaceutical  invention  and 
operates  against  the  public  interest,  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry  is  seeking  widespread  publicity 
for  a  memorandum  urging  its  repeal. 
The  memorandum  was  prepared  in  July 
1964  but,  for  reasons  connected  with 
the  change  of  Government,  is  only  now 
being  issued. 

Section  41  provides  that,  where  a 
patent  is  in  force  in  respect  of 

(a)  a  substance  capable  of  being  used 
as  food  or  medicine  or  in  the  produc- 
tion of  food  or  medicine;  or 

(b)  a  process  for  producing  such  a 
substance  as  aforesaid ;  or 

(c)  any  invention  capable  of  being 
used  as  or  as  part  of  a  surgical  or 
curative  device, 

the  comptroller  must,  on  application 
made  to  him  by  any  person  interested, 
order  the  grant  to  the  applicant  of  a 
licence  under  the  patent  on  such  terms 
as  the  comptroller  thinks  fit,  unless  it 
appears  to  him  that  there  are  good  rea- 
sons for  refusing  the  application. 

An  Obligation  on  the  Comptroller 

In  settling  the  terms  of  licences  under 
the  section  the  comptroller  is  required 
to  endeavour  to  secure  that  food,  medi- 
cines, and  surgical  and  curative  devices 
are  available  to  the  public  at  the  lowest 
prices  consistent  with  the  patentees' 
deriving  a  reasonable  advantage  from 
their  patent  rights.  [In  practice  applica- 
tions for  licences  are  understood  never 
to  have  been  refused.] 

A  licence  granted  under  the  section 
entitles  the  licensee  to  make,  use.  exer- 
cise and  vend  the  invention  as  a  food  or 
medicine,  or  for  the  purposes  of  the 
production  of  food  or  medicine,  or  as 
or  as  part  of  a  surgical  or  curative  de- 
vice, but  for  no  other  purposes. 

Thus  the  section  relates  only  to  in- 
ventions of  a  particular  kind,  namely 
those  relating  to  "  food  or  medicine." 
That  expression  is  not  defined  in  the 
Act.  (The  position  of,  for  example, 
contraceptives  and  veterinary  drugs  in 
relation  to  the  section  is  obscure.)  To 
obtain  a  licence  from  the  comptroller 
under  a  patent  for  an  invention  that 
does  not  relate  to  food  or  medicine  it 
is  necessary  to  proceed  under  Section 
37  of  the  Act  and  to  demonstrate  some 
degree  of  failure  by  the  patentee  to 
serve  the  public  adequately. 

Comparing  the  terms  of  Section  41 
with  those  of  Section  37  reveals  sub- 
stantial discrimination  against  the  phar- 
maceutical inventor.  Whereas  under 
Section  37  no  proceeding  is  possible 
until  three  years  have  elapsed  from 
the  sealing  of  the  patent,  proceedings 
under  Section  41  can  take  place  at  any 
time  while  the  patent  is  in  force.  In 
applying  for  a  licence  under  Section  37 
an  applicant  must  rely  upon  one  or 
more  of  certain  prescribed  grounds.  To 
succeed,  the  applicant  must  allege,  and 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  comp- 
troller, that  the  patentee  has  abused 
the  monopoly  conferred  on  him  by  the 


patent  grant.  By  contrast,  under  Section 
41  no  ground  need  be  shown.  The  pat- 
ent must  be  in  force  and  must  relate  to 
food  or  medicine,  and  the  onus  of 
proof  that  a  licence  should  not  be 
granted  rests  upon  the  patentee,  who 
has  to  satisfy  the  comptroller  that  there 
are  "  good  reasons "  why  the  licence 
should  not  be  granted.  The  Act  gives 
no  indication  what  reasons  might  be 
judged  "  good." 

Whereas,  too,  Section  37  provides 
certain  safeguards  for  protecting  the 
patentee,  no  such  safeguards  exist 
under  Section  41.  In  proceedings  under 
Section  37  the  comptroller  is  not  ob- 
liged to  make  an  order  in  accordance 
with  the  application.  He  "  may  "  do  so 
"  if  satisfied  that  any  of  the  grounds 
.  .  .  are  established."  Under  Section  41 
the  comptroller  has  no  option.  He 
"  shall "  grant  a  licence  "  unless  it  ap- 
pears to  him  that  there  are  good  rea- 
sons for  refusing  the  application." 

Thus  a  patentee  in  any  field  other 
than  that  of  food  or  medicine  has  only 
himself  to  blame  if  he  is  compelled  to 
grant  licences  against  his  will.  The 
inventor  of  a  food  or  medicine  must 
expect  such  an  imposition  even  though 
he  may  not  have  abused  his  monopoly 
in  any  of  the  respects  detailed  in  Sec- 
tion 37.  He  has  himself  to  blame  only 
in  his  choice  of  food  or  medicine  as  a 
field  of  investigation  and  research. 

"  Neither  Just  Nor  Reasonable  " 

'*  In  our  contention,"  says  the 
memorandum,  "  this  discrimination 
against  the  pharmaceutical  inventor  is 
neither  just  nor  reasonable."  There 
should  be  no  discrimination  between 
one  category  of  inventor  and  another. 
Inventions  vary  widely  from  the 
absurdly  trivial  to  the  vitally  import- 
ant. "  We  believe  that  no  distinction 
should  be  attempted.  But  if  a  cate- 
gory of  invention  is  to  be  singled  out 
for  particularly  unfavourable  treatment 
we  believe  that  inventions  relating  to 
food  or  medicines  should  be  the  last 
to  be  so  selected."  The  pharmaceutical 
inventor  deserves  as  well  of  public 
esteem  and  reward  as  does  the  in- 
ventor of  any  other  kind  of  invention. 
He  is  more  meritorious  than  many 
inventors,  if  not  most.  Yet  the  inventor 
of  a  new  drug  that  for  the  first  time 
would  effectively  treat  coronary  throm- 
bosis is  subject  to  the  particular  severi- 
ties of  Section  41,  whereas  the  inventor 
of  a  new  hair  curler,  machine-gun, 
whistling  top  or  mouse-trap  is  not. 

Discrimination  against  the  pharma- 
ceutical inventor  seems  thus  an 
anomaly,  contrary  to  natural  justice 
and  moral  expectation.  How  did  it  come 
about?  Before  1919  all  inventors  were 
treated  alike.  In  that  year  the  Patents 
Act,  1907,  was  amended  by,  among 
other  things,  the  insertion  of  a  new 
section,  Section  38A,  of  which  sub- 
section (2)  has  persisted,  with  minor 
modifications;  it  was  re-enacted  in  the 
consolidation  and  revisions  of  1949 
as  Section  41.  "We  have  no  direct 
access  to  the  records  of  the  delibera- 


tions of  the  committees  that  prepared 
the  amending  Act  of  1919,  but  we 
quote  from  Cmd.  3829,  the  report  of 
the  Sargent  Committee  that  preceded 
a  further  amending  Act  in  1932:  — 

The  provisions  with  regard  to  medical 
patents  are  also  of  comparatively  recent 
origin.  .  .  .  The  occasion  and  origin  of 
this  subsection  were  the  following:  ■ — 

During  the  war  it  became  apparent  that 
Great  Britain  was  suffering  from  a  lack 
of  medicine  and  drugs,  many  of  which 
were  the  subject  of  patent  rights  in  this 
country.  On  the  other  hand  it  was  found 
that  in  many  European  countries  (e.g., 
France,  Germany,  Switzerland)  such  sub- 
stances were  not  capable  of  protection 
under  the  patent  laws  of  those  countries. 
In  this  state  of  things  it  was  considered 
expedient  to  modify  to  some  extent  the 
monopoly  consequent  on  the  existence  of 
patent  rights  in  regard  to  such  sub- 
stances." 

Changed  Conditions 

Thus  a  provision  enacted  forty-five 
years  ago  to  meet  the  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances of  that  time  has  remained, 
without  significant  amendment,  as  the 
law  of  the  present  very  different  day. 
On  the  last  occasion  when  there  was 
any  substantial  revision  of  the  patent 
law  (1949)  the  Swann  Committee  in 
its  second  interim  report  (Cmd.  6789) 
contemplated  omitting  any  provision 
corresponding  with  the  present  Section 
41  and  strengthening  the  penalties  for 
abuse  of  monopoly.  "  That  that  Com- 
mittee came,  in  its  final  report  (Cmd. 
7206),  to  recommend  the  retention  of 
the  provisions  that  became  Section  41 
of  the  1949  Act  was  evidently  a  matter 
of  nicely  balanced  decision.  It  may 
well  be  thought  that  the  trend  from 
1919  to  1949  has  now,  by  1964,  pro- 
gressed to  the  point  where  an  objec- 
tive committee  could  well  conclude 
that  Section  41  had  outlived  any  utility 
it  may  be  supposed  to  have  had." 

The  circumstances  of  1919  clearly 
no  longer  obtain.  In  1914  the  drug 
industry  in  Britain  was  virtually  non- 
existent or  had  not  progressed  beyond 
the  provision  of  "  materia  medica." 
Chemotherapy  was  in  its  infancy  and 
the  synthetic  drug  industry,  so  far  as 
it  existed,  was  almost  entirely  German. 
During  the  1914-18  war  production  of, 
for  example,  synthetic  local  anaesthetics, 
earlier  imported  from  Germany,  was 
improvised  in  university  and  industrial 
laboratories.  In  1919  there  was  cer- 
tainly, as  stated  by  the  Sargent  Com- 
mittee, in  many  European  countries 
a  difference  between  the  patentability 
of  inventions  relating  to  food  and 
medicine  and  that  of  other  inventions, 
but  that  situation  has  changed,  and 
the  patenting  of  medicinal  inventions 
can  now  generally  be  accomplished 
in  the  same  terms  as  that  of  other 
inventions. 

In  another  important  respect  the 
situation  differs  from  that  in  1919.  Be- 
fore the  establishment  of  the  National 
Health  Service  there  was,  behind  those 
provisions  of  the  patent  law,  an  ele- 
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ment  of  charity  and  humanity.  A 
patentee  who  charged  too  high  a  price 
for  a  new  drug  for  which  he  had  a 
patent  monopoly  might  place  it 
beyond  the  reach  of  the  poorer  sec- 
tions of  the  population.  Today  the 
medicine  is  obtained  through  the 
National  Health  Service  at  a  standard 
charge,  and  the  cost  of  treatment  is 
shared  by  the  taxpayers. 

Suddenly  Urgent 

It  may  be  thought  that  the  pharma- 
ceutical industry  in  this  country,  hav- 
ing progressed  to  its  present  flourishing 
state  during  the  existence  of  Section  41 
and  its  predecessors,  can  have  no  sub- 
stantial cause  to  complain  of  the  Sec- 
tion. But  it  should  be  noted  that  there 
have  been  only  thirty-nine  applications 
for  licences  under  Section  41  and  its 
predecessors  since  1919,  of  which 
twenty-six  were  filed  later  than  1959 
and  all  save  five  after  1951.  Thus  the 
section  has  been  little  used  until  re- 
cently. "  In  recent  years,  however,  there 
has  been  an  increasing  tendency  for 
certain  companies,  themselves  for  the 
most  part  making  no,  or  negligible, 
contribution  to  pharmaceutical  re- 
search, to  seek  licences  under  Section 
41  in  order  to  manufacture  and  trade 
in  drugs  invented  and  patented  by 
others.  This  trend  the  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
views  with  grave  concern." 

Furthermore,  though  in  an  early  case 
the  court  held  that  a  licence  should 
not  be  granted  under  the  then  Section 
38A  [forerunner  of  Section  41]  to  per- 
sons who  wished  merely  to  import 
and  sell  an  infringing  article,  revisions 
of  the  section  in  1949  suggest  that, 
under  the  present  Section  41,  licences 
would  be  granted  to  an  applicant  who 
wished  merely  to  import  and  sell  (as 
opposed  to  manufacture  and  sell).  That 
situation,  if  it  arose,  would  present 
the  industry  with  even  more  acute  pro- 
blems. In  recent  litigation  the  possi- 
bility that  Section  41  could  be  used  to 
regularise  importation  of  drugs  has 
arisen  acutely.  Used  in  that  way  it 
would  deny  the  fundamental  purpose 
of  all  patent  law,  namely  the  encour- 
agement of  local  invention  and  manu- 
facture. 

Increasing  use  of  Section  41  must 
diminish  pharmaceutical  research  in 
Britain.  The  inventing  firm  relies  on 
the  monopoly  conferred  by  the  patent 
to  give  it  time  to  develop  its  product 
and  to  enable  it  to  engage  in  a  few 
years  of  trade  at  prices  and  profit  mar- 
gins that  support  its  continuing  re- 
search and  development  activity.  In 
pharmaceutical  research  the  chance  of 
failure  is  greater,  inventions  are  fewer 
in  relation  to  the  expenditure  of  effort, 
and  the  prospects  of  financial  reward 
from  such  inventions  as  are  made  are 
more  uncertain  than  in  any  other  kind 
of  research.  Rate  of  obsolescence  of 
products  of  the  industry  is  greater  than 
in  almost  any  other.  Thus  capital  and 
cash  employed  in  .  research  is  at  high 
risk.  If,  as  soon  as  a  new  drug  has 
been  shown  capable  of  significant  com- 
mercial development,  licences  have  to 
be  granted  to  manufacturers  whose 
selling  price  is  determined  only  by 
their  manufacturing  cost,  research  in 
the  pharmaceutical  industry  must  be- 


come decreasingly  worth  while.  The 
industry  will  thus  tend  to  decay  from 
an  advancing,  researching,  developing, 
exporting  industry  to  an  industry  of 
minor  manufacture  of  imitations  of 
drugs  invented  in  foreign  countries. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  British  Isles 
inhabit  an  area  capable  of  supporting, 
in  food  and  raw  materials  for  industry, 
barely  a  quarter  of  their  present  num- 
ber, of  50  millions.  They  are  able  to 
live  in  such  numbers  in  prosperity 
because  they  export  goods  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  provide  means  of  importing 
food  and  raw  materials.  Increasingly 
the  British  people  must  be  ingenious 
and  inventive  and  fertile  in  the  pro- 
duction of  new  goods,  in  meeting  and 
creating  new  demands. 

It  is  of  first  importance  to  foster 
research  in  and  export  trade  from  these 
islands.  The  exceptional,  the  inventive, 
the  inquiring,  the  learned,  the  ingeni- 
ous, the  innovators  must,  for  the  com- 
mon good,  be  encouraged  and  re- 
warded. The  pharmaceutical  industry, 
besides  helping  to  maintain  health, 
contributes  notably  and  increasingly  to 
the  exports. 

The  report  of  the  Sargent  Com- 
mittee (Cmd.  3829),  itself  said:  — 
A  corresponding  importance  attaches 
to  the  encouragement  of  industry  and  in- 
vention for  the  purpose  of  discovering 
methods  of  alleviating  this  suffering.  And 
it.  in  general,  the  disadvantages  of  the 
monopolies  granted  by  a  patent  system 
are  more  than  counterbalanced  by  the 
increased  stimulation  of  industry  and  in- 
vention, we  see  no  reason  for  thinking 
that  the  same  result  should  not  equally 
obtain  in  .this  particular  field. 

Other  Countries'  Practice 

Although  in  few  countries  is  the 
economy  so  dependent  on  research  as 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  few  countries 
discriminate  against  the  pharmaceutical 
inventor  in  the  way  he  is  discriminated 
against  by  Section  41.  Such  countries 
as  have  similar  provisions  have  essen- 
tially borrowed  their  patent  laws  from 
the  United  Kingdom.  Canada,  Ireland,

Section  41.  In  France  the  Minister  of 
Public  Health  can  declare  a  drug 
patent  susceptible  to  the  grant  of  com- 
pulsory licences  but  until  he  takes 
that  initiative  no  action  is  possible. 
In  all  other  countries  with  provision 
for  the  grant  of  compulsory  licences 
no  distinction  is  made  between  one 
kind  of  invention  and  another  and 
none,  except  West  Germany,  grants 
compulsory  licences  until  three  years 
have  elapsed  from  the  grant  of  the 
patent  and  all  demand  some  showing 
of  abuse  of  monopoly. 

The  memorandum  concludes  with  a 
summary  of  the  argument.  "  In  our 
opinion.  Section  41  is  an  anachronism 
surviving  from  1919,  virtually  a  dead 
letter  during  the  greater  part  of  its 
existence,  and  now  coming  to  be  used 
for  purposes  for  which  it  was  never 
intended  in  an  industrial  environment 
totally  foreign  to  that  which  gave  it 
birth.  ...  It  wears  an  air  of  absurdity 
on  its  face  in  that  it  discriminates 
against  a  category  of  inventor  which. 
prima  facie,  would  appear  to  merit  more 
than  average  favourable  treatment.  And 
its  increasing  use  will  adversely  and 
vitally  affect  an  important  and  valu- 
able native  industry  with  the  result 
that,  if  this  is  carried  to  extremes, 
invention  in  the  British  pharmaceutical 
industry  will  progressively  diminish,  re- 
search establishments  will  grow  in 
other  countries  rather  than  this,  and  the 
industry  will  come  to  consist  largely 
of  imitative  manufacturers  and  im- 
porters depending  on  foreign  inven- 
tion for  advances  in  therapy.  Section  41 
should  clearly  be  repealed."

"DON'T  UNDERESTIMATE  THE  CHEMIST" 

A  manufacturer  reaffirms  his  policy 


"ANY  company  selling  high-class  pro- 
ducts to  the  chemist  trade  in  this  coun- 
try, and  who  believes  that  the  swing  to 
supermarket  trading  in  this  type  of 
merchandise  will  follow  the  American 
pattern,  will  soon  find  that  there  is 
more  to  the  British  chemist  than  he 
previously  thought,"'  said  Mr.  Des- 
mond C.  Brand,  newly  appointed  gen- 
eral manager  of  Roberts  Windsor,  Ltd., 
65  Grosvenor  Street.  London,  W.l, 
when  addressing  a  recent  seminar  at  the 
College  of  Marketing.  Mr.  Brand  (a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  College) 
said :  "  I  believe  that  in  five  years"  time 
we  shall  see  the  soap  and  toilet  pre- 
parations business  in  this  country 
sharply  divided  between  the  mass  sell- 
ing brands  and  the  quality  lines,  with 
virtually  no  overlap."  Despite  the  fact 
that  his  company  had  been  selling  soap 
to  the  grocery  trade  since  1820,  they 
decided,  when  they  introduced  a  range 
of  toilet  preparations,  to  restrict  distri- 
bution to  chemists  and  departmental 
stores.  With  the  passing  of  the  Resale 
Prices  Act  they  were  extending  that 
policy  and  working  towards  the  pro- 


duction of  more  and  more  specialised 
toiletry  lines,  including  high-quality 
toilet  soaps,  that  would  be  distributed 
only  by  chemists  and  departmental 
stores. 

It  was  useless,  he  advised,  for  the 
chemist  to  attempt  to  indulge  in  a 
price-cutting  war  with  heavily  advertised 
national  brands,  because  in  the  ultimate 
the  supermarkets  would  win.  "  The 
average  woman  in  the  street  is  anxious 
to  have  something  a  little  different,  a 
little  better,  and  is  prepared  to  pay  a 
little  more  for  it.  This  is  where  the 
chemist  who  supports  good  quality 
articles  not  distributed  to  every  Tom, 
Dick  and  Harry  will  score." 

Mr.  Brand  believes  that  if  the  retail 
chemists  on  their  own  initiative  con- 
sistently support  the  manufacturer  who 
specialises  in  preparations  that  are 
superior  in  quality,  and  perhaps  slightly 
more  expensive,  but  with  higher  retail 
margins  than  the  heavily  advertised 
mass  market  national  brands,  then  their 
profits  will  rise  as  competition  from 
supermarkets  selling  that  type  of  quality 
toilet  merchandise  decreases.

Branch  Comments  on  Reconstitution 

COUNCIL  PUBLISHES  A  SUMMARY 


THE  following  is  an  analysis  of 
Branch  comments  on  the  proposals  for 
a  new  constitution  of  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  was 
prepared  for  consideration  by  the 
Council  (see  report  of  January  Council 
meeting,  p.  64). 

NUMBER  OF  REPLIES  RECEIVED: 
Of  the  143  branches,  65  have  commented. 

INTEREST  IN  THE  PROPOSALS: 
In  general  meetings  to  discuss  the  pro- 
posals were  poorly  attended;  several 
branches  commented  on  the  small  num- 
ber present.  There  seemed  to  be  little 
enthusiasm  for  the  topic  or  its  discussion. 

DESIRABILITY  OF  CHANGING  THE 
PRESENT  CONSTITUTION:  The  pro- 
posals as  put  to  the  branches  were  based 
on  the  assumption  that  some  change  in 
the  constitution  of  the  Council  was 
desirable.  The  majority  did  not  question 
this,  but  the  Guildford,  Doncaster,  En- 
field, Southend,  Reading,  West  Middlesex 
and  Stirling  branches  said  they  could  see 
no  reason  for  a  change. 

ACCEPTANCE  OF  THE  PROPOSALS 
IN  TOTO:  Only  three  branches  accepted 
the  proposals  in  toto  without  reservation, 
.these  being  the  South-east  Metropolitan : 
Birkenhead  and  District  and  Bury 
branches.  The  Cambridge,  Huntingdon 
and  District  Branch  "  passively  accepted." 

REJECTION  OF  THE  PROPOSALS 
IN  TOTO:  The  following  seven  branches 
rejected  the  proposals  toto :  Leeds, 
Edinburgh,  Chester,  Hull,  Sheffield,  West 
Metropolitan,  Dudley  and  Dundee.  The 
proposals  were  also  unacceptable  to  the 
Scottish  Department  Executive. 

AREA  REPRESENTATION:  Although 
the  Council's  views  on  area  representa- 
tion were  reiterated,  some  branches  still 
preferred  a  form  of  area  representation 
to  the  proposals  made  by  the  Council, 
e.g.  Northampton,  Hounslow,  North 
Staffs,  Doncaster,  Brighton  and  Sheffield. 
The  Swansea  and  West  Glamorgan 
Branch  thought  that  a  place  should  be 
made  for  a  pharmacist  practising  in 
Wales. 

ACADEMIC  REPRESENTATION  : 
The  following  branches  agreed  to  it  with- 
out reservation :  Sunderland,  Wallasey, 
Folkestone,  Coventry,  Birmingham  and 
Somerset.  Some  found  the  proposals 
acceptable  but  did  not  agree  to  the  differ- 
entiation between  universities,  technologi- 
cal universities,  and  regional  colleges;  e.g. 
Hounslow,  Newcastle,  Harrow,  Liverpool 
and  West  Middlesex. 

Others  thought  that  academic  represen- 
tation should  be  on  the  Education  Com- 
mittee rather  than  on  the  Council,  e.g. 
Colchester,  Swansea,  North  Staffordshire, 
Enfield,  Reading  and  Romford.  Some 
would  accept  representation  on  the 
Council  provided  that  representation  was 
limited  to  pharmacists,  e.g.  Hounslow, 
Guildford,  Mansfield,  Manchester,  South- 
end, Reading  and  Hull. 

PROPOSALS  FOR  REPRESENTA- 
TION OF  MINORITY  GROUPS:  The 
proposals  were  published  in  April  1964, 
that  is  before  the  annual  election  in  May 
1964,  when  the  membership  returned  a 
hospital  pharmacist,  a  pharmacist  from 
industry  and  a  pharmacist  who  was  super- 


intendent of  a  public  company.  This  in- 
fluenced the  acceptance  of  the  proposals 
that  four  additional  members  of  Council 
should  be  elected  to  represent  minority 
groups  in  pharmacy. 

HOSPITAL  PHARMACIST:  In  gen- 
eral, it  appears  that  the  branches  would 
not  object  to  a  place  being  reserved  on 
the  Council  for  a  hospital  pharmacist.  A 
minority  thought  that  a  hospital  pharma- 
cist should  stand  for  election  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Society. 

INDUSTRIAL  PHARMACIST:  Again 
in  general,  the  branches  did  not  object  to 
a  place  being  reserved  on  the  Council  for 
an  industrial  pharmacist.  A  minority 
thought  that  an  industrial  pharmacist 
should  stand  for  election  as  a  member  of 
the  Society. 

SUPERINTENDENTS  OF  CO-OPERA- 
TIVE SOCIETIES  OR  PUBLIC  COM- 
PANIES:   Most  branches  were  strongly 


A  PLEA  for  a  patent  system  that 
would  require  the  early  disclosure  of 
each  invention  was  made  by  Dr.  Gor- 
don Fryers  (managing  director,  Nicho- 
las Laboratories.  Ltd.),  at  the  first  win- 
ter lecture  of  the  Office  of  Health 
Economics  given  at  the  premises  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Health,  London,  on 
January  6. 

Innovation  came  most  frequently,  he 
said,  in  small  steps,  and  it  was  impor- 
tant that  each  step  should  succeed  its 
predecessor  as  quickly  as  possible. 
Early  publication  would  also  avoid 
duplication  of  effort. 

Maximum  Benefit  for  the  Community 

A  patent  system  should  obtain  for 
society  the  maximum  benefit  from  in- 
novation. It  must  also  provide  a  motive 
and  stimulant  to  the  inventor  and  en- 
courage rapid  exploitation  of  the  inven- 
tion. The  falling  proportion  of  world- 
wide pharmaceutical  research  being  car- 
ried out  in  Britain,  and  the  tendency 
for  companies  to  resort  to  "  secret  " 
processes  to  protect  their  industrial 
know-how  were  two  pointers  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  patent  protection  the 
present  system  offered  for  pharmaceuti- 
cals. Any  method  of  rewarding  inven- 
tors must  involve  compromise,  but  he 
questioned  whether  the  present  system 
was  the  best  that  could  be  devised. 
Some  new  system  of  granting  compul- 
sory licences  might  be  developed  in 
future  to  achieve  a  good  balance  be- 
tween too  much  and  too  little  patent 
protection,  but  he  strongly  criticised  the 
present  discrimination  against  food  and 
medicines,  whereby  compulsory  licences 
could  be  granted  that  allowed  com- 
panies who  had  done  no  research  to 
produce  and  sell  as  soon  as  there  was 
a  demand  for  it,  a  new  product  dis- 
covered by  somebody  else.  "  In  the 
pharmaceutical  field  in  the  past "  he 
said  "  the  opportunity  to  obtain  com- 
pulsory licences  has  for  many  years 
been  neglected.  When  recently  it  has 
been  exploited,  the  present  legislation 


against  the  proposal  that  these  two 
minority  groups  should  be  specially  repre- 
sented. Many  made  the  point  that  any 
pharmacist  in  these  groups  who  was  in- 
terested in  standing  for  the  Council 
should  do  so  as  a  member  of  the 
Society. 

QUALIFICATIONS,  FRANCHISE, 
VACANCIES  AND  VICE-PRESIDENT: 
Branches  did  not  comment  in  detail  on 
these  proposals  and  it  can  be  assumed 
that  these  were  regarded  as  minor  matters 
which  would  be  accepted  subject  to  the 
reservations  made  in  the  major  headings 
above. 

GENERAL  CONCLUSION:  General 
conclusions  must  be  left  to  the  individual, 
but  it  would  appear  that  the  branches  did 
not  find  acceptable  the  major  proposals 
made  by  the  Council.  What  might  be  re- 
garded as  minor  proposals  would  be 
accepted  without  any  great  interest. 


had  been  revealed  as  too  blunt  an  in- 
strument.'' 

Shortening  the  life  of  patents  from 
their  present  sixteen  years  would,  he 
felt,  tend  to  encourage  research  directed 
at  short-term  successes,  making  it  more 
difficult  to  support  long-term  research 
projects.  Some  method  was  called  for 
of  rewarding  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turers who  had  developed  useful  medi- 
cines out  of  everyday  substances  that 
could  not  at  present  be  patented.  The 
speaker  defended  "  molecular  modifica- 
tion "  of  existing  medicinal  chemicals 
as  a  logical  method  of  searching  for 
safer  and  more  effective  medicines. 

Commercial  and  marketing  policies 
also  affected  research,  if  each  product 
had  only  a  short  commercial  life,  re- 
search must  be  aimed  at  more  frequent 
successes,  and  it  might  be  difficult  to 
support  long-term  fundamental  re- 
search. 

Britain,  though  an  important  phar- 
maceutical innovator  and  producer,  was 
responsible  for  less  than  one-tenth  of 
total  world-wide  pharmaceutical  re- 
search. More  than  nine-tenths  of  recent 
major  pharmaceutical  discoveries  had 
originated  overseas;  most  of  those  over- 
seas discoveries  were  now  manufactured 
by  subsidiaries  or  associated  companies 
in  Britain.  However  it  was  from  the 
10  per  cent,  or  so  of  locally  discovered 
products  that  the  greatest  benefit  to 
Britain's  economy  could  be  expected. 

Dr.  Fryers  warned  against  the  tempta- 
tion to  discriminate  against  overseas 
pharmaceutical  companies  and  in  fav- 
our of  British  companies  and  their 
products.  There  was  a  temptation  to  be 
more  ready  to  grant  compulsory 
licences  on  patents  owned  by  Ajrierican 
and  Swiss  companies  than  on  those  of 
British  companies.  That  was  a  danger- 
ous policy,  because  it  tended  to  lead  to 
reprisals  in  other  countries. 

If  the  British  patent  system  encour- 
aged the  wrong  sort  of  innovation,  or 
did  not  encourage  it  at  all,  British 
companies  would  suffer  most.

"  Drugs  "  and  "  Pharmaceuticals  " 

Sir, — -The  reflections  of  Xrayser  on 
January  9  may  give  rise  to  some  mis- 
understandings because  of  the  ambigu- 
ity of  the  word  "  drug."  His  remarks 
about  "rising  prices  charged  for  drugs" 
were  presumably  intended  to  relate  to 
the  traditional  crude  drugs,  because  they 
certainly  do  not  apply  to  the  broad 
range  of  modern  pharmaceutical  pro- 
ducts which  are  also  often  referred  to 
journalistically  as  "  drugs."  The  Board 
of  Trade  wholesale  price  index  at  the 
end  of  November  1964  showed  that 
prices  for  "  pharmaceutical  prepara- 
tions "  have  remained  almost  constant 
since  1954,  whilst  for  "  pharmaceutical 
chemicals "  prices  have  fallen  by 
slightly  more  than  a  third.  For  branded 
prescription  medicines,  Ministry  of 
Health  statistics  show  an  average  price 
reduction  of  about  4  per  cent,  per  year. 
The  recent  price  increases  by  some 
companies  are  so  far  unlikely  to  have 
altered  this  trend  substantially.  Our 
Association  has  tended  to  prefer  the 


description   "  pharmaceutical  "   to  the 
shorter  but  ambiguous  "  drug."  How- 
ever it  is  an  uphill  struggle  persuading 
people   to   follow   our   example,  and 
there  are  certain  contexts  in  which  the 
use  of  "  drug  "  is  still  inevitable.

INQUESTS 

First  Fatality  from  an  Iron  Tonic- 
Giving  evidence  at  the  inquest  in 
Manchester  on  January  6  on  a  two- 
year-old  boy  who  died  from  iron 
poisoning  following  a  gross  overdose 
of  Minadex,  a  consultant  pathologist 
from  Booth  Hall  Hospital,  Man- 
chester, said  that,  in  response  to  his 
inquiries,  the  manufacturers  had 
stated  there  was  no  record  of  any  pre- 
vious fatality  connected  with  the  pre- 
paration. The  pathologist  said  the 
case  was  not  a  typical  one  of  iron 
poisoning:  the  liver  was  enlarged  and 
congested  and  the  spleen  was  en- 
larged and  inflamed,  and  the  kidneys 
were  slightly  jaundiced.  A  supplemen- 
tary examination  of  the  blood  showed 
abnormal  clotting,  and  the  iron  con- 
tent was  four  times  the  normal  level. 
Microscopic  tests  indicated  necrosis 
and  degenerative  changes  in  the  brain 
cells.  There  was  only  slight  damage  to 
the  stomach  and  intestines.  The  signs 
were  of  a  quantity  of  iron  having  been 
taken  that  must  have  been  grossly  in 
excess  of  the  medicinal  dose.  Iron  in 
the  form  of  Minadex  was  non-corro- 
sive, and  the  preparation  used  as  a 
tonic  for  small  children.  None  of  the 
ingredients  was  significant  except  the 
iron.  The  child  must  have  taken  sixty- 
four  times  the  proper  dose  for  his  age. 
The  cause  of  death  was  liver  and  brain 
damage  due  to  an  overdose  of  iron.  A 
common  form  of  tonic  in  tablet  form 
contained  ferrous  sulphate  which,  said 
the  doctor,  could  be  corrosive.  Had 
the  child  swallowed  an  excessive  num- 
ber of  those  tablets  he  would  have 
become  obviously  ill  fairly  soon,  and 
a  stomach  wash  would  have  been  car- 


ried out.  It  was  likely  that  some  of 
the  tablets  would  be  vomited,  but,  of 
the  preparation  concerned,  a  great 
quantity  was  likely  to  be  absorbed. 
The  coroner  said  the  child  appeared 
to  have  taken  a  "  good  swig "  of  the 
Minadex,  which  had  been  prescribed 
as  a  tonic  for  his  baby  sister.  Perhaps 
he  had  mistaken  it  for  orange  juice,  of 
which  he  was  fond,  as  it  had  been  con- 
tained in  a  similar  bottle.  The  coroner 
recorded  a  verdict  of  accidental  death 
on  the  child,  Victor  Egboko,  Fair- 
lawn  Street,  Moss  Side,  Manchester. 
He  said  the  boy  had  received  hospital 
treatment,  but  it  had  been  made  clear 
that  symptoms  would  not  be  those 
associated  with  an  overdose  of  the 
common  tablet  form  of  iron  tonic. 
Minadex  was  a  bland  form  of  iron 
suitable  for  children  and  a  moderate 
overdose  would  probably  have  had  no 
serious  consequences.  Properly  admini- 
stered it  was  not  dangerous,  but  any 
form  of  medicine  taken  in  such  a 
quantity  could  hardly  be  harmless.  The 
case  was  an  illustration  of  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  keeping  any  form  of 
medicine  out  of  the  reach  of  children. 

WORLD  TRADE 

Argentine  Price  Freeze  Extended. — 

The  regulation  introduced  in  August 
1964  by  the  Government  of  Argentina 
freezing  all  prices  of  medicines  and 
drugs,  has  been  extended  by  a  recent 
decree  pending  the  establishment  of 
new  prices  to  be  determined  on  the 
basis  of  information  required  to  be 
submitted  before  January  15. 

Hungarian  Pharmaceutical  Exports. 
— The  Hungarian  foreign  trading  com- 
pany Medimpex,  which  recently  com- 
memorated fifteen  years  of  activity  with 
an  album  reporting  on  the  results  of 
Hungary's  pharmaceutical  exports, 
states  that  the  major  part  of  its  pharma- 
ceuticals— 60  per  cent. — are  destined 
for  exports.  It  also  claims  that  Hungary 
ranks  seventh  or  eighth  in  the  world's 
pharmaceutical  trade. 

French  Chemical  Industry  in  1964. — 

The  growth  rate  of  the  French  chemi- 
cals production  was  between  9-10  per 
cent,  in  1964.  industry  circles  report. 
According  to  estimates  by  the  industry 
exports  were  worth  some  F3.320  mil- 
lions in  1964  (F2J98  millions  in  1963). 
Their  value  went  up  by  18  per  cent,  in 
1964  against  a  rise  of  22  per  cent. 
Imports  are  valued  at  some  F3.285  mil- 
lions (F2,733  millions)  up  by  20  per 
cent,  in  value  (26  per  cent.). 

Sulphur  Use  Exceeds  Output. — World 
consumption  of  sulphur  increased 
sharply  in  1964  and  brought  an  end 
to  a  decade  of  great  oversupply.  In  a 
year-end  review  of  the  industry,  Mr. 
R.  C.  Hills  (president.  Freeport  Sul- 
phur Co.,  U.S.A.),  estimated  that  the 
western  world's  use  of  sulphur  in  all 
forms  rose  to  21,700,000  long  tons  in 
1964,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent,  over 
1963.  This  marked  the  largest  gain  ever 
recorded  by  the  industry  and  set  a 
record  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year, 
he  said.  Although  western  world  pro- 
duction of  sulphur  in  all  forms  in- 
creased some  6  per  cent,  from  19  mil- 
lion tons  in  1963  to  an  estimated  21 
million  tons  in  1964,  ft  fell  about 
700,000  tons  short  of  demand. 
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Branch  Motions  and  "Public  Relations1' 

Vague  as  well  as  precise  matters  of  discontent  are 
reflected  in  the  motions  to  be  considered  by  the  Branch 
Representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  their 
May  meeting  (see  p.  52).  Of  the  twenty-nine  submitted 
many  are  concerned  with  subjects  that  have  been  re- 
ferred to  the  pharmaceutical  "  corridors  of  power  "  on 
more  than  one  previous  occasion.  They  range  widely 
from  the  commercial  to  the  academic. 

The  system  of  educating  pharmacists  by  courses  lead- 
ing to  degrees  in  pharmacy,  followed  by  post-graduate 
practical  training,  has  not  received  a  ready  acceptance 
by  those  engaged  in  the  general  practice  of  pharmacy. 
Swansea  Branch  suggests  that  the  former  choice  of  pre- 
graduate  or  post-graduate  practical  training  should  be 
restored,  whilst  members  in  Cornwall  consider  the  pre- 
sent requirements  are  inadequate.  Birmingham  Branch 
would  require  that  only  members  of  two  years'  standing 
should  undertake  permanent  managerial  duties  in  the 
general  practice  of  pharmacy,  though  its  motion  does 
not  require  that  the  two  years  should  have  been  spent 
"  behind  the  counter." 

The  subject  of  Council  elections  is  referred  to  in 
motions  by  Reading,  North  Staffordshire  and  Bristol 
Branches,  and  there  is  a  demand  for  area  representation 
and  for  the  use  of  a  single  transferable  vote.  Whilst  one 
may  be  sympathetic  towards  the  dissatisfaction  or  dis- 
appointments with  results  of  special  general  meetings  of 
the  Society,  the  introduction  of  a  system  of  voting  by 
proxy  might  well  have  disadvantages  as  serious  as 
those  of  the  present  system.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how 
"  large  voting  power  blocks  "  could  have  a  really  accept- 
able place  in  the  running  of  a  professional  society. 

The  recommendation  of  Leeds  and  District  Branch 
that  two  contractor  members  should  permanently  repre- 
sent the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  on  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee,  is  perhaps 
being  directed  to  the  wrong  "  Square."  Three  resolutions 
from  Newcastle,  Nottingham  and  Fife  deal  with  the 
registration  of  new  pharmacies.  All  are  no  doubt  seeking 
to  achieve  what  would  be  of  greatest  benefit  to  the  pub- 
lic, namely  an  equitable  distribution  of  pharmacies.  The 
three  Branches  are  probably,  though  not  necessarily, 
thinking  upon  similar  lines  and  it  will  be  necessary  to 
hear  their  views  and  the  comments  of  other  members 
before  any  move  towards  limitation  can  be  guaranteed 
worthy  of  support. 

Perhaps  it  is  because  the  meeting  is  essentially  con- 
cerned with  domestic  issues  that  the  motions  do  not 


generally  stress  the  need  for  taking  into  account  the 
well-being  of  the  public.  The  motion  by  the  West  Hert- 
fordshire Branch,  which  specifically  refers  to  the  need  to 
safeguard  the  public,  is  on  the  subject  of  the  control 
and  sale  of  advertising  medicines.  In  our  view  it  would 
have  been  an  advantage  for  the  public  relations  aspect 
of  pharmacy  if  a  number  of  the  other  motions  had  been 
reworded  with  the  public-welfare  aspect  in  mind.  Phar- 
macy cannot  afford  to  lose  any  opportunity  of  showing 
that  it  is  aware  of  its  responsibility  to  the  public  and 
that  it  is  not  concerned  solely  with  self-interest. 

Equal  Patent  Treatment  for  All 

"  The  great  public  benefit  which  has  stemmed  directly 
from  the  invention  establishes  its  exceptional  character." 
The  words  were  used  by  Mr.  Justice  Lloyd-Jacob  in  the 
High  Court,  London,  on  January  1 1  with  reference  to  a 
patent  for  transistors.  They  might  have  been  used  with 
equal  truth  —  perhaps  substituting  "  discovery  "  for 
"  invention  " — of  penicillin  preparations  or  many  other 
drugs  that  have  been  the  subject  of  patents.  Yet  there  is 
a  difference.  The  patentees  of  the  transistor  could  not 
have  been  challenged  in  their  exploitation  of  the  patent 
for  at  least  three  years,  and  then  any  applicant  for  a 
licence  would  have  had  to  prove  abuse  of  the  patent 
rights.  With  the  medicinal  patent  any  manufacturer, 
whether  well  or  ill  equipped,  whether  he  was  engaged 
in  research  or  not,  could  have  applied  for  a  "  licence 
of  right "  at  any  time  after  registration,  and  the  Comp- 
troller would  have  been  compelled  to  grant  the  licence, 
subject  only  to  his  being  satisfied  that  the  patentee  was 
being  "  reasonably  "  rewarded  (a  proviso  that  so  far  has 
never  caused  the  refusal  of  a  licence).  Under  such  a 
licence  of  right  royalties  are,  of  course,  paid  to  the 
patentee,  but  they  are  never  on  the  level  of  the  rewards 
to  manufacturers  developing  non-medicinal  patents  and 
they  fall  far  short  of  compensating  the  pharmaceutical 
manufacturer  for  the  abortive  researches  that  have 
almost  certainly  littered  his  pathway  to  eventual  success 
with  a  "  wonder  "  drug. 

How  far  the  fear  of  having  "  licences  of  right " 
demanded  of  them  has  caused  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turers to  "  pull  their  punches "  in  research  efforts  is 
problematical,  but  the  Association  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Industry  has  published  figures  for  its  research 
expenditure  over  the  past  two  years  and  the  amount 
has  certainly  shown  a  flattening-off,  greater  this  year 
than  last,  in  the  curve  of  annual  increase  in  research 
expenditure  during  several  previous  years.  The  decline 
is  ascribed  by  the  Association's  chairman  to  the  unwilling- 
ness of  members  to  accept  the  situation  that  they  may 
be  compelled  to  hand  over  to  others,  who  may  have 
made  no  research  contribution  to  the  product,  some 
part  of  their  just  rewards.  The  Association's  chairman  has 
said  that,  given  equal  treatment  with  those  other  paten- 
tees, the  industry's  research  effort  in  Britain  in  1962-63 
would  have  been  to  the  tune  of  £9-10  millions  instead 
of  the  £8-3  millions  it  was. 

Small  wonder  that  the  Association  has  embarked  on 
a  campaign  to  bring  about  the  repeal  of  Section  41  of 
the  Patents  Act,  1949,  the  section  that  provides  for  the 
compulsory  issue  of  licences  of  right  for  medicine  and 
food  patents.  The  Association's  case,  given  in  a  some- 
what abridged  form  on  p.  53,  is,  it  will  be  generally 
admitted,  persuasively  presented.  It  points  out  that 
the   exceptional   treatment   of   medicines   and  foods 
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was  based  on  conditions  that  have  long  since  ceased  to 
exist,  and  that  only  in  new  conditions  occasioned  by  the 
National  Health  Service,  which  did  not  then  exist,  have 
the  applications  for  licences  of  right  taken  a  sudden 
upward  swing.  That  upsurge,  the  Association  points  out, 
threatens  the  very  future  of  the  country  as  an  originator 
of  new  contributions  to  the  science  of  healing,  and  the 
future  of  an  exporting  industry  responsible  for  a  rapidly 
expanding  revenue  at  a  time,  and  in  national  circum- 
stances, in  which  the  utmost  returns  are  needed  to 
enable  the  country  to  maintain  its  economic  standards. 
They  point  out,  too,  that  trade  in  patented  products  is 
multi-directional.  It  is  even  possible  that  recently  the 
flow  of  royalties  from  the  United  States  to  Britain  has 
been  in  excess  of  that  from  Britain  to  America.  The 
products  so  far  affected  by  the  licences-of-right  situation 
have  been  principally  of  Swiss  or  American  provenance, 
prompting  the  Association's  comment  "  If  we  don't 
respect  their  patents  they  may  not  respect  ours." 

Some  safeguard  that  a  medicinal  patent  is  operated  in 
the  public  interest  will  continue  to  be  needed.  The  manu- 
facturers consider  that  Section  37,  which  governs  appli- 
cations for  licences  for  "  ordinary  "  (i.e.  non-medicinal 
and  non-food)  patents  would  be  adequate.  It  is  certainly 
a  measure  of  protection,  even  if  in  practice  it  has  not 
often  been  invoked,  and  even  less  often  successfully 
(in  the  period  1954-63  fifteen  applications  were  filed  and 
only  two  allowed).  Whether  or  not  it  needs  modifying 
may  be  open  to  argument,  but  it  would  seem  beyond 
argument  that  inventions  of  all  kinds  should  be  given 
equal  treatment,  and  other  and  more  appropriate 
machinery  (such  as  the  voluntary  price  regulation 
scheme)  resorted  to  if  the  Government  considers  there  is 
any  reason  to  challenge  a  manufacturer  whom  it  thinks 
guilty  of  over-exploiting  a  monopoly  situation.

*       DOPE  HOUNDS  * 

•'  What's  this  ?  "  asked  ihe  examiner,  passing  me  a  sizeable 
hard  brown  lump.  The  call  to  identify  raw  opium  by  its 
macroscopic  characters  is  not  one  that  comes  often  in  real 
life,  even — I  imagine — -to  the  present  generation  of  pharma- 
ceutical students.  The  real-life  problem  of  detecting  illicit 
drugs  is  quite  different  and  much  harder.  Great  ingenuity  in 
concealing  them  has  to  be  matched  by  equal  resources  on 
the  part  of  the  detective.  The  battle  of  wits  has  taken  a  new 
turn.  Patch,  an  eight-month-old  police  dog,  is  being  trained 
to  track  down  opium;  and  Tess,  a  three-month-old  Alsatian 
bitch,  will  soon  be  able  to  nose  out  Cannabis  indica.  The 
apprenticeship  of  these  new  recruits  to  the  Scotland  Yard 
force  was  described  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Daily  Telegraph. 
The  dogs  are  being  trained  over  a  period  of  six  months,  for 
part  of  the  time  by  methods  that  have  been  applied  with 
notable  success  in  West  German  ports.  When  the  dogs  have 
completed  their  training  and  given  proof  of  being  able  to 
distinguish  one  drug  from  another  it  might  be  a  good 
public-relations  move  to  grant  them  honorary  membership 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Canine  Branch).  But  may  the 
quantitative  stage  of  their  training,  qualifying  them  to  call 
at  pharmacies  as  D.D.  inspectors,  be  long  postponed. 

*     PHARMACY  IN  CARICATURE  * 

As  a  source  of  recreation  in  these  hectic  times,  pharmacists 
might  happily  turn  to  a  handsomely  produced  collection  of 
216  pictures  and  drawings  by  caricaturists  and  artists  such 
as  England's  Thomas  Rowlandson  and  James  Gillray,  the 
Frenchmen  Grandville  Gavarni,  Jacque,  Vernier  and  Dore, 
Daumier  and  Monnier,  the  lovable  Bavarian  pharmacist  of 
other  days,  Carl  Spitzweg,  and  many  others,  recently  pub- 


lished by  the  well  known  pharmaceutical  historian  Dr. 
Wolfgang  H.  Hein.  Captioned  in  English  as  well  as  in  Ger- 
man, the  volume  has  been  published  by  the  pharmaceutical 
publishers  Govi,  Frankfort,  on  the  initiative  and  with  the 
support  of  C.  H.  Boehringer  Sohn,  Ingelheim-on-Rhine.  It 
depicts  the  pharmacist  with  all  the  endearing  pecularities 
and  frailties  that  derive  from  his  professional  upbringing 
and  meticulous  methods.  Many  old  friends  are  to  be  en- 
countered among  the  caricatures,  some  of  them  made  fami- 
liar to  us  by  the  contributions  of  Miss  Agnes  Lothian  (Mrs. 
G.  R.  A.  Short)  to  our  professional  journals.  Pharmacists 
lucky  enough  to  obtain  one  of  the  few  remaining  copies 
must  consider  themselves  privileged. 

Drug  Share  Movements 

NOVEMBER  TO  DECEMBER  1964 
NOTHING  bedevils  the  Stock  Exchange  more  than  uncer- 
tainty. Since  the  last  report  in  this  series  (C.  &  D.,  October 
24,  1964,  p.  429)  the  markets  have  been  in  a  depressed  state 
owing  to  the  uncertainy  of  the  financial  and  economic  out- 
look in  general  and  to  the  proposed  Corporation  Tax  and 
new  Capital  Gains  Tax  in  particular.  With  buyers  out  of  the 
market  some  small  selling  lowered  prices  on  quite  a  broad 
front.  The  pharmaceutical  and  allied  section  did  not  escape, 
though  their  falls  during  the  three  months  were  by  no 
means  so  heavy  as  in  many  other  sections. 

Against  the  general  trend  Macarthys  Pharmaceuticals 
were  in  moderate  demand,  and  after  changing  hands  up  to 
18s.  Hd.  they  closed  the  period  threepence  higher  on 
balance  at  18s.  Unilevers  were  also  in  steady  demand,  with 
the  price  moving  within  comparatively  narrow  limits  to 
close  sixpence  higher  on  balance  at  34s.  Aspro-Nicholas 
fell  3s.  to  14s.  3d.,  despite  a  slight  rise  in  interim  dividend. 

British  Drug  Houses  continued  their  recent  easier  trend 
and  lost  Is.  more  to  finish  at  14s.  3d.  Reckitt  &  Colman 
(Holdings)  receded  2s.  3d.  to  30s.  6d.,  selling  in  the  absence 
of  support  being  the  principal  cause.  Timothy  Whites  & 
Taylors  lost  Is.  3d.  to  become  13s.  9d.,  while  Glaxo  were 
around  32s.  9d.,  ex  the  scrip  issue.  There  was  business  in 
the  shares  of  Barclay  &  Sons  up  to  3s.  10id.,  but  they 
were  finally  sixpence  lower  on  balance  at  3s.  9d.  Savory 
&  Moore  fell  Is.  3d.  to  lis.  9d.,  at  which  price  they  attrac- 
ted moderate  support,  while  Sanitas  Trust  continued  to  lose 
ground,  closing  the  period  Is.  9d.  lower  at  16s. 

At  3s.  6d.,  Hodders  lost  the  threepence  they  gained  in  the 
previous  period.  Sangers  fell  sixpence  to  4s.  3d.  and  Potter 
&  Clarke  threepence  to  2s.  9d.  Arnold  M.  Gee  were  dealt 
in  at  2s.  5id.,  but  closed  at  around  2s.  4jd. 

Although  Smith  &  Nephew  Associated  Companies  re- 
ported higher  pre-tax  profits,  the  price  of  the  shares  fell 
Is.  3d.  to  9s.  3d.  Dixor  were  bought  at  Is.  lid.,  the  price 
at  which  they  closed  the  period  (down  4jd.).  Yardley  "A" 
were  a  weak  spot,  falling  3s.  3d.  to  15s.  9d.  Eucryl  were 
marked  down  Is.  6d.  to  9s.  3d.,  but  a  belief  that  the  fall 
had  been  overdone  stimulated  a  little  buying  at  that  price. 
After  being  at  lis.  for  several  weeks  Jaynox  receded  to  10s. 

On  the  Scottish  Stock  Exchange  Cockburn  &  Co.  held 
their  ground  well  at  17s.  In  Dublin  James  Crean  &  Son 
(1936)  were  fractionally  (three  halfpence)  firmer  at  12s., 
with  May  Roberts  (Ireland)  unaltered  at  around  70s. 

100    YEARS  AGO 

PROFITS  ON  WHOLESALE  ORDERS 

From  the  C.  &  D.,  January  1,  1865. 
Before  the  passing  of  the  Companies  Act  of  1862  those 
who  ventured  to  advocate  the  principle  of  "  co-operation  " 
for  industrial  undertakings  were  generally  set  down  as 
Socialists,  Communists,  or  St.  Simonians,  and  their  opinion 
that  consumers  should  enjoy  the  profits  of  production  was 
denounced  as  dangerous.  The  opposite  of  "  co-operation " 
ceased  on  the  passing  of  the  Act  referred  to,  and  shrewd 
men  of  business  now  acknowledge  the  principle  to  be  a 
sound  one.  We  do  not  believe  that  it  is  applicable  to  every 
branch  of  trade  and  industry. 
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We  are  threatened  with  capital  gains  tax.  Will  this 

make  a  difference  if  I  sell  my  business  ? 
As  at  present  envisaged  the  new  tax  will  take,  as  a  base, 
values  at  March  31,  1965.  If  you  sell  your  business  after 
that  date  you  will  be  taxed  on  the  difference  between  the 
value  at  that  time  and  the  selling  price.  Thus  it  would  be 
in  your  interests  to  establish  the  value  of  your  business  at 
March  31  next,  particularly  if  it  includes  property. 

Is  the  capital  gains  tax  likely  to  affect  estate  duty  ? 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  already  indicated  that 
capital  gains  tax  will  arise  on  the  passing  of  assets  on  a 
death  and  the  resulting  liability  will  be  deducted  in  com- 
puting estates  for  estate  duty  purposes.  More  important 
however,  is  the  implication  that  in  the  future,  gifts  may  give 
rise  to  capital  gains  tax,  so  that  it  becomes  important  to 
make  any  settlements  in  connection  with  estate  duty  prob- 
lems before  the  end  of  March. 

Corporation  tax  is  said  to  be  likely  to  have  an  adverse 
affect  on  small  companies.  What  is  the  position  ? 
Little  positive  is  known  about  the  proposed  new  tax.  but 
there  is  certainly  a  distinct  possibility  that  the  small  com- 
pany may  suffer.  For  that  reason  the  formation  of  partner- 
ship is  at  present  to  be  preferred  to  company  formation,  and 
it  has  been  suggested  that  if  the  present  fears  are  realised, 
many  small  companies  may  be  liquidated  and  their  place 
be  taken  by  partnerships. 

/  propose  to  form  a  private  limited  company  to  carry 
on  my  business  and  I  shall  be  the  main  shareholder 


and  director.  I  understand  that  I  shall  be  treated  as 
self-employed  and  shall  not  have  to  pay  graduated  pen- 
sion contributions.  Does  that  mean  that  I  should  pay 
insurance  contributions  as   a  self-employed  person  ? 
And  shall  I  continue  to  come  under  schedule-D  income 
tax  as  previously,  or  should  I  apply  for  P.A.Y.E.  cod- 
ing ?  I  do  not  expect  to  have  a  regular  salary  or  pay 
day  as  my  drawing  will  be  erratic  until  the  business 
is  well  on  its  feet  and  showing  a  profit. 
You  are  correct  in  thinking  that  you  will  be  treated  as 
self-employed,  and  you  will,  of  course,  pay  National  In- 
surance as  a  self-employed  person.  You  will  not  pay  tax 
personally  under  schedule  D,  but  you  will  receive  a  code 
number  and  pay  tax  under  P.A.Y.E.  The  fact  that  your 
salary  will  be  drawn  at  irregular  intervals  makes  no  differ- 
ence. The  company  itself  will  be  liable  under  schedule  D  in 
respect  of  any  profits  remaining  after  deducting  your  pay. 

Our  small  company  has  been  going  through  difficult 
times.   There  was  recently  an  extra-ordinary  general 
meeting  at  which  it  was  proposed  to  appoint  some  new 
directors,  but  after  a  heated  argument  the  chairman 
refused  to  continue  with  the  meeting  and  vacated  the 
chair.  That  seems  quite  wrong  to  me  since  it  prevented 
the  business  continuing.  Can  anything  be  done,  please  ? 
The  chairman  cannot  terminate  the  proceedings  at  a  meet- 
ing at  his  own  whim.  If  he  will  not  take  the  chair  at  a 
meeting  or  any  other  adjournment  thereof  the  members  may 
appoint  one  of  their  number  after  a  lapse  of  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  and  the  business  can  then  continue  under  the  new 
chairman. 


NEW  BOOKS 


Today's  Drugs 

British  Medical  Association,  Tavistock  Square,  London, 
W.C.I.  Si  X  51  in.  Pp.  viii  +  400.  30s.  (postage  2s.  6d.). 
The  review  articles  that  appear  under  the  same  title  in  the 
British  Medical  Journal  will  be  familiar  to  many  pharma- 
cists, and  this  book  is  based  upon  material  published  be- 
tween January  1963  and  May  1964  in  that  series.  The 
articles  have  been  grouped  into  sections  according  to  the 
system  or  condition  for  which  the  drugs  they  describe  are 
used,  and  each  has  been  brought  up  to  date  to  form  "  an 
authoritative  and  practical  guide  to  therapeutics."  Gener- 
ally, the  drugs  are  discussed  under  heads  such  as  chemistry, 
pharmacology,  therapeutic  use,  and  choice  of  drug,  par- 
ticular attention  being  paid  to  side  effects  and  toxicity 
wherever  applicable.  Pharmacists  should  find  that  the 
book  offers  a  useful  guide  to  current  medical  thinking  on 
the  choice  of  drugs,  at  the  same  time  providing  concise 
information  on  most  aspects  of  drug  make-up  in  which  they 
are  themselves  interested. 

An  Introduction  to  Pharmacology 

J.  J.  lewis.  E.  &  S.  Livingstone,  Ltd.,  15  Teviot  Place, 
Edinburgh.  X  51  in.  Third  edition.  Pp.  xvi  + 
1,048.  63s. 

Developments  in  new  drugs  and  the  understanding  of  their 
modes  of  action  have  followed  one  another  so  rapidly  in 
recent  years  that  no  textbook  on  pharmacology  can  hope 
to  be  fully  up-to-date  at  the  time  of  its  release,  necessitat- 
ing as  it  does  the  sifting  and  evaluation  of  much  published 
work.  The  author  and  his  publisher  of  the  present  work 
are  therefore  to  be  congratulated  for  taking  up  the  chal- 
lenge that  situation  presents  by  following  closely  in  the 
wake  of  those  developments  by  a  third  edition  only 
four  years  after  publication  of  the  first.  The  short  interval 
shows,  too,  how  well  the  previous  editions  have  been 
received  by  students  and  teachers  alike.  In  general  arrange- 
ment the  new  edition  parallels  the  previous  one,  except 
that  drugs  used  in  the  treatment  of  hypertension  now 
warrant  a  separate  chapter.  The  text  has  been  enlarged  by 
a  further  119  pages  (without  increase  of  price)  and  there 
is  evidence  throughout  the  work  that  the  additional  space 
has  been  used  to  extend  and  improve  existing  material 
rather  than  introduce  new  subjects.  An  innovation  is  the 


appending  of  a  short  bibliography  to  each  chapter  (or  even 
section)  so  as  to  encourage  students  to  read  more  deeply 
and  more  widely.  But  most  requirements  of  first  degree 
students  are  to  be  found  here. 

The  Chemistry  of  Proteins 

r.  J.  taylor  (Unilever  research  division).  Education 
section,  Unilever,  Ltd.,  Unilever  House,  London,  E.C.4. 
11  x  8i  in.  Pp.  41. 
Written  for  Advanced-level  and  first-year  degree  students, 
this  booklet  sets  out  to  explain  proteins  as  simply  as  pos- 
sible in  chemical  terms,  putting  them  in  their  correct  set- 
ling  as  substances  of  physiological  importance.  What  appears 
a  most  complex  subject  to  the  newcomer  is  made  both 
interesting  and  logical,  not  least  by  the  open  layout  of  the 
booklet  and  the  frequent  use  of  colour  diagrams  and  photo- 
graphs. The  subject  matter  includes  the  structure  and 
physical  and  chemical  properties  of  amino-acids;  the  size, 
composition,  structure  and  classification  of  proteins;  and 
their  varying  roles  in  the  living  organism.  The  final  section 
deals  with  experimental  methods  of  protein  analysis  from 
dialysis  to  electrophoresis  and  chromatography.  Copies  of 
the  booklet  are  available  free  to  teachers  and  students  upon 
application  to  the  company. 

Annual  Reports  on  the  Progress  of  Chemistry  for  1963 

Chemical  Society,  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  Lon- 
don, W.l.  8|  in.  X  5|  in.  Pp.  vi  +  681.  40s. 
In  volume  LX  of  the  Chemical  Society's  annual  reports  the 
subjects  of  polypeptide  and  polysaccharide  chemistry,  which 
have  been  rapidly  expanding,  have  been  transferred  from 
the  organic  chemistry  section  of  the  book  to  that  on  bio- 
logical chemistry.  The  chapter  on  proteins  and  peptides 
covers  the  first  chemical  synthesis  of  a  naturally-occurring 
protein :  insulin;  the  total  synthesis  of  a  peptide  with  the 
same  structure  as  naturally  occurring  adrenocorticotrophic 
hormone;  and  chemical  approaches  to  the  study  of  the  struc- 
tural basis  of  immunological  reactions.  Another  chapter 
deals  with  work  on  the  action  of  thyroid  hormones.  Alka- 
loids and  steroids  are  dealt  with  in  the  organic  chemistry 
section.  Other  sections  describe  progress  in  the  fields  of 
physical,  inorganic  and  analytical  chemistry  and  in  crystal- 
lography. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL    SOCIETY    OF    GREAT  BRITAIN 

PROPOSAL  FOR  NEW  CONSTITUTION  ABANDONED 

An  agricultural  and  veterinary  group  formed 


THE  proposal  for  a  new  constitution  for  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  quietly  dropped  at 
the  monthly  Council  meeting  in  London  on  January 
5  and  6.  The  decision  was  taken  on  a  recommendation  of 
the  Organisation  Committee  after  considering  a  summary 
of  comments  received  from  branches  of  the  Society  (see  p. 
59). 

The  Committee's  minutes  were  presented  by  Mr.  Allen 
Aldington  (chairman),  who  also  reported  that  twenty-two 
branches  had  submitted  thirty-four  motions  for  discussion 
at  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  on  May  20  (see 
p.  52).  They  had  been  considered,  and  some  "  reworded 
for  clarity  "  at  a  meeting  of  Branch  Representatives  held  on 
December  10,  1964.  At  that  meeting  the  representative  of 
the  Leeds  Branch  had,  on  the  assurance  that  the  Council 
was  already  taking  action  in  the  matter,  withdrawn  its 
motion  "  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  meeting  that  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  take  imme- 
diate steps  to  rectify  the  position  brought  to  light  by  the 
recent  case,  the  Society  v.  Sangers,  Ltd." 

The  minutes  referred  to  arrangements  made  with  Radio 
Diffusion  Francaise  for  Mr.  Aldington  to  broadcast  a  short 
talk  on  the  present  restrictions  on  Sunday  trading  in  phar- 
macies. It  was  reported  that  the  Committee  had  discussed 
the  organisation  of  evening  meetings  of  the  Society  and  had 
recommended  that  the  meetings  should  be  timed  to  com- 
mence at  6  p.m. 

Fees  Confirmed 

In  the  minutes  of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee it  was  reported  that  the  Society  had  been  notified  of 
the  Privy  Council's  approval  (given  on  November  23,  1964) 
to  alterations  to  the  by-laws  in  respect  of  members'  and 
premises  fees  (as  confirmed  by  the  Council  on  September 
17, 1964)  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  4,  1964,  p.  10,  and  September  26, 
1964,  p.  316). 

The  minutes  of  the  Practice  Committee,  presented  by  its 
chairman  (Mr.  J.  B.  Grosset)  revealed  that  about  sixty 
letters  had  been  received  concerning  the  scale  of  profes- 
sional fees.  The  answers  to  the  points  raised  had  been 
agreed  for  publication  at  a  later  date.  It  was  resolved  to 
circulate  a  questionnaire  to  a  number  of  pharmacies,  selected 
at  random,  with  a  view  to  obtaining  detailed  information  on 
the  operation  of  the  scale. 

The  Council  approved  for  publication  a  memorandum 
(see  p.  66)  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences,  giving  recommendations  for  the  type  of  containers 
to  be  used  in  dispensing. 

The  constitution  of  the  Agricultural  and  Veterinary  Group 
of  the  Society  was  approved.  Its  objects  are  to  promote  the 
study  of  agricultural  and  veterinary  pharmacy;  to  advise 
the  Council  upon  the  standards  to  be  observed  in  its  prac- 
tice; and  to  make  recommendations  regarding  agricultural 
and  veterinary  pharmaceutical  services.  Membership  is  open 
to  any  pharmacist  engaged  in  preparing  or  supplying  agri- 
cultural chemicals,  veterinary  medicines  and  allied  products. 
It  implies  acceptance  of  such  standards  of  conduct  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Council  on  the  advice  of  the  Group. 
The  committee  of  the  Group  is  the  agricultural  and  veterin- 
ary subcommittee  of  the  Practice  Committee  of  the  Council, 
together  with  three  members  appointed  by  the  Group  at  the 
annual  meeting.  The  Group's  annual  meeting  is  being  held 
in  April;  other  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Committee.  Matters  for  discussion  at  the  annual  meeting 
must  reach  the  secretary  by  March  1. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst,  presenting  as  chairman  the 
minutes  of  the  Law  Committee,  informed  the  Council  that, 
during  November  1964.  the  premises  of  684  authorised 


sellers  and  217  traders  had  been  visited  by  the  Society's 
inspectors  or  agents.  Eight  cases  of  alleged  infringements 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  had  been  submitted.  Proceedings 
had  been  recommended  against  one  authorised  seller  and 
three  traders,  and  warning  letters  had  been  recommended 
to  be  sent  to  one  authorised  seller  and  three  traders. 

The  Ethical  Committee  chairman  (Mr.  W.  M.  Darling) 
reported  on  nine  cases  of  infringements  of  advertising  stan- 
dards and  said  the  Committee  had  accepted  a  letter  of 
apology  from  the  superintendent  of  a  company  concerning 
the  circulation  from  door  to  door  of  a  pamphlet  listing 
Christmas  gifts. 

Formulas  Changed 

The  Council  were  informed  by  the  chairman  of  the 
Codex  Revision  Committee  (Mr.  K.  Holland)  that  it  had 
decided,  as  recommended  by  the  Action  and  Uses  sub- 
committee in  June  1960.  to  delete  strychnine  from  com- 
pound phenolphthalein  pills;  compound  cascara  tablets; 
ferrous  phosphate,  quinine  and  strychnine  tablets;  and 
compound  phenolphthalein  tablets.  The  recommendations 
would  become  effective  either  in  the  Supplement  to  the 
Codex  or  in  the  1969  edition  of  the  Codex.  Pharmacolo- 
gists had  advised  that  the  presence  of  strychnine  in  such 
preparations  had  no  useful  place  and  that  it  could  be 
potentially  dangerous.  The  Committee  had  also  approved 
a  proposal  to  amend  the  monograph  on  magnesium  sul- 
phate paste  to  specify  that  it  should  be  stored  and  supplied 
in  jars  of  glass  or  other  suitable  material,  and  stirred  before 
use. 

It  was  reported  by  the  Films  Committee  that  a  16-mm. 
cine  camera  had  been  purchased  and  was  available  on  loan 
to  schools  of  pharmacy  for  the  use  of  their  academic  staff 
for  producing  scientific  educational  films.  A  short  course 
in  film  production  for  teachers  at  schools  of  pharmacy  was 
being  arranged. 

The  Vice-President  presented  the  minutes  of  the  History 
of  Pharmacy  Committee.  A  provisional  programme  was  sub- 
mitted for  the  International  Congress  for  History  of  Phar- 
macy to  be  held  in  London,  September  1-8,  1965.  The 
following  donations  were  reported  received  to  the  Historical 
Collection:  A  list  of  Victorian  household  remedies  and  a 
"  Poor  Man's  Friend  "  ointment  pot  from  Mr.  W.  H.  Baker, 
Scunthorpe,  Lines;  and  a  dispensing  price  list  (circa  1890) 
and  set  of  cards  bearing  special  instructions  to  managers  and 
assistants  (circa  1910)  issued  by  Boots,  Ltd.,  from  Mr.  J.  E. 
Freeman,  Thornhill,  Southampton.  The  Committee  asked  for 
a  letter  of  congratulation  to  be  sent  to  Professor  G.  E. 
Trease  on  the  publication  of  his  recent  book  "  Pharmacy  in 
History." 

The  science  committee  (pharmacognosy)  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences  reported  that  Mr.  D.  C. 
Harrod  had  carried  out  a  considerable  amount  of  work  on 
the  collection  of  seventeenth-century  drugs  presented  to  the 
Society  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  (the  800  drugs 
had  been  received  by  the  Royal  College  from  Everard 
Augustus  Brande  in  1809).  The  committee  suggested  that  the 
work  could  form  the  basis  for  an  evening  meeting  lecture. 
The  minutes  were  received  and  the  recommendations 
adopted. 

The  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Veterinary /Pharma- 
ceutical Committee,  held  on  November  20,  1964,  were  pre- 
sented by  Dr.  Lane-Petter,  who  said  the  meeting  had  been 
attended  by  representatives  of  the  Royal  College  of  Veterin- 
ary Surgeons,  British  Veterinary  Association,  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry,  and  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  Committee  had  noted  with  regret  that  the 
proposals  for  future  legislation  in  the  control  of  medicines 
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specifically  exempted  animal  remedies,  and  recommended 
sending  letters  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  with  copies  of  a  draft 
Animal  Remedies  and  Treatments  Bill,  drawing  attention  to 
its  provisions,  and  expressing  the  Committee's  view  that  the 
legislation  proposed  for  human  medicines  should  be  ex- 
tended to  cover  and  provide  for  animal  remedies  and  treat- 
ment. 

At  a  subsequent  meeting  the  Committee's  attention  had 
been  drawn  to  alleged  irregularities  in  the  supply  of  anti- 
biotic food  supplements,  but  the  situation  had  since  im- 
proved. As  had  been  requested,  a  memorandum  setting  out 
legal  information  on  animal  feeding  stuffs  containing 
poisons  or  therapeutic  substances  had  been  prepared  by  the 
Society,  and  it  was  agreed  to  circulate  the  document  to  the 
constituent  bodies  of  the  Committee  for  information.  [A 
copy  of  the  document  may  be  obtained  if  desired  by  any 
interested  person  from  the  Society's  office.] 

The  minutes  of  the  Education  Committee  were  presented 
by  Miss  M.  A.  Burr,  who  had  been  elected  its  chairman. 
They  recorded  that  twenty-two  persons  had  been  registered 
as  •student"  during  December  1964,  making  608  registra- 
tions for  1964  against  736  for  1963.  A  letter  received  from 
the  University  of  Strathclyde  thanked  the  Council  at  the 
expiry  of  its  grant  of  £1,000  made  for  four  years  in  1960, 
to  support  the  programme  of  research  in  tissue  culture  at  the 
university.  The  letter  stated  that  the  Medical  Research 
Council  had  agreed  to  finance  the  research  already  begun 
for  the  next  three  years. 

It  was  reported  that  the  Joint  Examinations  Board  of  the 
Royal  Institute  of  Chemistry  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
had  recommended  the  award  of  a  joint  Diploma  in  Phar- 
maceutical Analysis  to  the  following  candidates  successful 
in  the  first  examination  conducted: — Lewis  Edwin  Coles, 
B.Pharm.,  Ph.D.,  F.P.S.,  F.R.I.C.;  Cecil  Alfred  Johnson, 
B.Pharm.,  B.Sc.,  F.P.S.,  F.R.I.C.;  and  William  Harold 
Stephenson,  F.P.S.,  F.R.I.C. 

A  letter  had  been  received  stating  that  the  pharmaceutical 
advisory  committee  of  the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board 
had  been  considering  ways  and  means  of  interesting  phar- 
maceutical students  in  hospital  work.  The  Board  had  agreed 
to  establish  two  supernumerary  posts  at  each  of  six  selected 
hospitals  in  the  region,  to  be  held  for  about  ten  weeks  each 
year  by  pharmaceutical  students  nearing  completion  of  their 
second  year  of  studies. 

Benevolent  Fund 

Mr.  T.  Heseltine,  presenting  the  minutes  of  the  Bene- 
volent Fund  Committee,  reported  that  grants  had  been  made 
or  were  recommended  for  three  widows,  four  members  and 
in  respect  of  two  orphans.  The  Committee  had  noted  with 
pleasure  that  Blackpool  and  District  Branch  had  donated 
£50  for  items  for  use  at  Birdsgrove  House. 

Dr.  W.  Lane-Petter  presented  the  minutes  of  a  meet- 
ing of  the  scientific  advisory  committee  of  the  Department 
of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences,  held  on  November  5,  1964. 
The  Committee  had  received  a  document  containing  sug- 
gested changes  in  the  constitution  and  procedure  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation  and  of  scientific  congresses.  There  had  been 
discussion  on  and  criticism  of  the  organisation  of  the  scien- 
tific meetings  in  Amsterdam  in  1964. 

In  presenting  reports  of  meetings  of  the  Supply  of 
Medicines  Panel,  Professor  A.  D.  Macdonald  had  indi- 
cated that  its  work  had  been  largely  concerned  with  for- 
mulating draft  recommendations  for  the  supply  of  medicines 
over  the  counter.  The  Committee  had  suggested  that  the 
recommendations  adopted  by  the  Council  should  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Society's  journal  and  perhaps  subsequently 
as  booklets. 

The  Safety  of  Drugs  Panel  were  considering  recommen- 
dations to  improve  the  labelling  of  medicines. 

A  report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Science  Committee  (Phar- 
maceutics) indicated  that  there  were  more  research  topics 


needing  investigation  than  research  workers  to  carry  out 
the  researches.  The  Panel  advising  on  the  collection  of 
materia  medica  was  considering  its  expansion  to  include 
samples  of  modern  drugs.  Consideration  was  also  being 
given  to  drafting  monographs  for  drugs  not  the  subject  of 
official  standards. 

The  minutes  of  Science  Committee  (Pharmaceutical 
Analysis)  had  been  presented  by  Dr.  D.  C.  Garratt,  who 
reported  that  the  drug-testing-scheme  document,  prepared 
by  the  Committee,  had  been  published  in  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Journal,  and  the  Committee  had  discussed  The  identi- 
fication of  tablets  by  the  addition  of  traces  of  innocuous 
materials. 

Dr.  J.  T.  Scales  had  suggested  that  a  panel  should  be 
formed  to  design  experiments  for  the  evaluation  of  wound 
dressings,  using  a  standard  material  as  a  basis  for  com- 
parison. It  was  agreed  that  there  was  a  need  for  such  a 
panel,  and  Professor  Fairbairn  had  been  asked  to  con- 
vene it. 

The  Council  asked  that  the  observations  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  arrangements  for  scientific  meetings  of  the 
International  Pharmaceutical  Federation  should  be  referred 
to  the  Organisation  Committee  for  consideration. 

Reporting  the  resignation  of  Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger  in 
accordance  with  the  appropriate  by-law  of  the  Society, 
the  secretary  and  registrar  (Mr.  F.  W.  Adams)  pointed 
out  that,  at  the  next  meeting  of  Council,  nominations  to 
fill  the  casual  vacancy  would  be  received,  and  the  election 
to  fill  the  vacancy  would  take  place  at  the  following 
meeting. 

The  President  also  announced  the  retirement  of  Sir 
Hugh  Linstead  from  the  secretaryship  of  the  Society  as 
from  December  31,  1964  (see  C.  &  D.,  January  9,  p.  31).

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 

A LETTER  from  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  was  read 
at  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  held  in  Belfast  on 
December  17,  1964,  informing  the  Council  that  the  licence 
fee  should  be  increased  from  £3  3s.  to  £5  5s.  from 
January  1 ,  1965. 

Presenting  the  report  of  the  House  Committee,  Mr.  J. 
Kerr  said  consideration  had  been  given  to  a  draft  lease 
of  office  accommodation  to  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion at  73  University  Street.

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Containers  for  Dispensing 

A  STATEMENT  BY  THE  PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY'S  COUNCIL 


IN  July  1964,  says  a  statement  just 
published  by  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  the  Council  con- 
sidered a  report  of  the  subcommittee 
on  general  practice  and  recommended 
that,  as  there  was  need  for  advice  to 
be  given  to  pharmacists  generally  on 
containers  (similar  to  that  already 
given  regarding  containers  for  tablets 
and  capsules)  the  Department  of  Phar- 
maceutical Sciences  should  be  asked 
to  prepare  a  draft  memorandum  on 
containers  generally. 

In  preparing  those  recommenda- 
tions, the  Department  had  considered 
the  advice  on  containers  given  in  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  and 
British  National  Formulary,  to  the  re- 
port of  the  subcommittee  on  con- 
tainers of  the  Standing  Pharmaceutical 
Advisory  Committee  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  to  the  Council's  state- 
ment on  the  dispensing  of  proprie- 
taries (C.  &  D.,  April  1,  1961,  p.  331). 

The  recommendations  given  below 
are  based  upon  two  principal  aspects: 
technical  and  professional.  Obviously 
containers  should  be  technically  suit- 
able for  the  purpose  intended  (for  ex- 
ample, containers  for  creams  should 
prevent  evaporation  of  water  vapour 
and  should  not  allow  diffusion  of  the 
contents  through  the  walls  of  the  con- 
tainers). But  it  is  also  important  that 
the  containers  should  be  professionally 
acceptable  (for  example,  they  should 
be  capable  of  being  easily  labelled  and 
should  look  attractive  and  elegant). 

Recommended  Containers 

APPLICATIONS :  Coloured  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

CACHETS:  Airtight  containers  which 
give  adequate  physical  protection.  Con- 
tainers made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or 
extruded  aluminium,  are  generally  suitable. 

CAPSULES:  Airtight  containers  which 
give  adequate  physical  protection.  Con- 
tainers made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or  ex- 
truded aluminium,  are  generally  suitable. 

CREAMS:  Wide-mouthed  squat  glass 
jars  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  and  suit- 
able liners.  Certain  plastic  containers  may 
also  be  suitable  provided  they  prevent 
evaporation  of  water  vapour;  plastics  con- 
tainers are  unsuitable  for  those  prepara- 
tions containing  plasticisers  such  as 
methyl  salicylate  or  phthalate  esters. 

DRAUGHTS:  White  glass  bottles  fitted 
with  plastics  screw-caps  with  plastics  or 
other  impervious  liners. 

DUSTING  -  POWDERS:  Cylindrical 
paperboard  boxes  with  sprinkler  holes  on 
the  closure.  Ideally  closures  should  be 
fitted  with  closures  in  which  the  holes  can 
be  repeatedly  opened  and  closed  but  it  is 
understood  that  the  demand  is  insufficient 
to  warrant  the  development  and  produc- 
tion of  such  closures. 

EAR-DROPS:  Coloured  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  a  dropper.  Plastics 
dropper  bottles  are  also  suitable  provided 
that  the  plastic  is  compatible  with  the 
contents. 

ELIXIRS:  White,  glass  bottles  fitted 
with  plastics  screw-caps  with  plastics  or 
other  impervious  liners. 


EMULSIONS :  Wide-mouthed  white 
glass  bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps 
with  plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

ENEMAS:  Coloured  fluted  glass  bottles 
fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with  plastics 
or  other  impervious  liners.  Disposable 
flexible  plastic  containers  are  suitable  for 
some  enemas  provided  that  the  plastic  is 
compatible  with  the  contents. 

EYE-DROPS:  Coloured  fluted  glass 
dropper-bottles  which  are  capable  of  being 
closed  so  as  to  exclude  micro-organisms 
and  capable  of  being  sterilised  by  auto- 
claving.  Plastics  containers  are  suitable 
for  some  eye-drops  provided  that  the 
plastic  is  compatible  with  the  contents.  A 
British  Standard  for  eye-drop  containers 
is  expected  to  be  published  early  in  1965. 
At  present  few  of  the  containers  which 
are  available  meet  the  proposed  specifica- 
tion but  it  is  hoped  that  suitable  con- 
tainers will  soon  be  developed.  Until 
then,  if  suitable  containers  cannot  be  ob- 
tained, the  bottles  should  be  closed  with 
a  normal  screw-on,  so  that  the  eye-drops 
can  be  sterilised  in  their  final  container; 
a  sterilised  eye-dropper  should  be  sup- 
plied separately  in  a  sealed  package  to  the 
customer. 

EYE  LOTIONS:  Coloured  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

EYE  OINTMENTS :  Standards  for  col- 
lapsible tubes  are  still  under  discussion. 
(See  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  Decem- 
ber 26.  1964,  p.  619). 

GARGLES:  White  fluted  glass  bottles 
fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners.  For 
those  gargles  directed  to  be  swallowed 
after  gargling,  plain  white  botdes  should 
be  used. 

GRANULES:  Airtight  containers  which 
give  adequate  physical  protection.  Con- 
tainers made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or  ex- 
truded aluminium,  are  generally  suitable. 

INHALATIONS:  White  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

IRRIGATIONS:  White  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

LINCTUSES:  White  glass  bottles  fitted 
with  plastics  screw-caps  with  plastics  or 
other  impervious  liners. 

LINIMENTS:  Coloured  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

LOTIONS:  Coloured  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

LOZENGES:  Airtight  containers  which 
give  adequate  physical  protection.  Con- 
tainers made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or 
extruded  aluminium,  are  generally  suit- 
able. 

MIXTURES :  White  non-graduated 
glass  bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps 
with  plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

MOUTH-WASHES:  White  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with 
plastics  or  other  impervious  liners. 

NASAL  DROPS:  Coloured  fluted  glass 
bottles  fitted  with  a  dropper.  Plastics 
dropper  bottles  are  also  suitable  provided 
that  the  plastic  is  compatible  with  the 
contents. 

OINTMENTS :    Wide-mouthed  squat 


glass  jars  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps 
and  suitable  liners.  Certain  plastics  con- 
tainers may  also  be  suitable  for  most  oint- 
ments but  not  for  those  containing  plasti- 
cisers such  as  methyl  salicylate  or 
phthalate  esters. 

PAINTS:  Coloured  fluted  glass  bottles 
fitted  with  glass  stoppers  or  with  plastics 
screw-caps  with  plastics  or  other  imper- 
vious liners. 

PASTES :  Wide-mouthed  squat  glass 
jars  fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  and 
suitable  liners.  Certain  plastics  containers 
may  also  be  suitable  for  most  pastes  but 
not  for  those  containing  plasticisers  such 
as  methyl  salicylate  or  phthalate  esters. 

PASTILLES:  Airtight  containers  which 
give  adequate  physical  protection.  Con- 
tainers made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or 
extruded  aluminium,  are  generally  suitable. 

PESSARIES:  Those  made  with  an  oily 
or  glycerin  basis  should  be  dispensed  in 
partitioned  boxes  lined  with  waxed  or 
suitably  treated  paper  or  in  suitable 
plastics  containers.  When  intended  for 
use  in  tropical  or  sub-tropical  climates,  or 
when  containing  volatile  ingredients,  they 
should  be  wrapped  individually  in  waxed 
or  suitably  treated  paper,  metal  foil,  or 
in  some  form  of  strip-packing.  Pessaries 
made  by  compression  should  be  dispensed 
in  the  same  containers  used  for  tablets. 

PILLS:  Airtight  containers  which  give 
adequate  physical  protection.  Containers 
made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or  extruded 
aluminium,  are  to  be  considered  generally 
suitable. 

POWDERS:  Bulk  powders  should  be 
dispensed  in  airtight  containers  which 
give  adequate  physical  protection.  Con- 
tainers made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or 
extruded  aluminium,  are  generally  suitable. 
hidividually  wrapped  powders  should  be 
dispensed  in  suitable  paperboard  boxes 
or  folding  paperboard  cartons  which  give 
adequate  physical  protection. 

SOLUTION-TABLETS :  Airtight  con- 
tainers which  give  adequate  physical  pro- 
tection. Containers  made  of  glass,  rigid 
plastic,  or  extruded  aluminium,  are  gen- 
erally suitable. 

SPRAYS:  White  fluted  glass  bottles 
fitted  with  plastics  screw-caps  with  plastics 
or  other  impervious  liners. 

SUPPOSITORIES:  Those  made  with 
an  oily  or  glycerin  basis  should  be  dis- 
pensed in  partitioned  boxes  lined  with 
waxed  or  suitably  treated  paper  or  in 
suitable  plastics  containers.  When  intended 
for  use  in  tropical  or  sub-tropical 
climates,  or  when  containing  volatile  in- 
gredients, they  should  be  wrapped  indi- 
vidually in  waxed  or  suitably  treated 
paper,  metal  foil,  or  in  some  form  of 
strip-packing.  Suppositories  made  by  com- 
pression should  be  dispensed  in  the  same 
containers  used  for  tablets. 

TABLETS:  Airtight  containers  which 
give  adequate  physical  protection.  Con- 
tainers made  of  glass,  rigid  plastic,  or 
extruded  aluminium,  are  generally  suit- 
able. Foil  or  strip  packed  tablets  should 
be  packed  in  suitable  paperboard  boxes 
or  folding  paperboard  cartons  which  give 
adequate  physical  protection. 

VITRELL/E :  Vitrellae  should  be  dis- 
pensed in  suitable  boxes  giving  adequate 
physical  protection.

The  prices  given  are  (hose  obtained  by  importers,  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  January  13:  The  epidemic  of  price  increases  that  has  captured 
the  news  headlines  during  the  week  seems  also  to  have  caused  casualties 
among  some  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals. 
Bromides,  which  have  been  stable 


for  about  three  years,  were  increased 
on  January  11,  and  the  new  rates, 
brought  about  by  higher  costs  of  raw 
materials,  are  given  below.  The  further 
jump  in  Mercury  noted  in  last  week's 
report  has  once  again  put  up  the  price 
of  Mercurials,  the  perchloride  being 
6s.  and  calomel  7s.  per  kilo  dearer. 
Barbituric  acid,  which  has  been  ex- 
empted from  import  duty  until  March 
3,  was  one  of  five  chemicals  given 
temporary  exemption  in  the  Import 
Duties  (Temporary  Exemptions)  (No. 
1)  Order,  1965  (S.I.  No.  8).  which 
became  effective  on  January  12. 

For  Customs  purposes,  an  amount  of 
Is.  lOd.  is  understood  to  have  been 
agreed  as  the  temporary  import  sur- 
charge per  lb.  for  raw  Vanillin.  That 
amount  is  now  being  added  by  at 
least  one  supplier  to  the  price  of  the 
refined  product.  Among  Waxes,  the 
rates  for  Carnauba  were  marked  down 
by  10s.  to  15s.  according  to  delivery. 
Peppers  were  sharply  advanced  in 
view  of  the  disturbed  situation  in  Sara- 
wak. Brazilian  Menthol  was  sixpence 
per  lb.  dearer,  but  Chinese  remained 
unchanged.  Forward  rates  for  Cascara 
were  3s.  per  cwt.  lower.  Costa  Rican 
Ipecacuanha  on  the  spot  was  offered 
at  82s.

Saffron 
has  become  even  more  difficult  to  ob- 
tain and  consequently  prices  received 
a  further  boost.

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What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments  in  drugs  and  treatments 


SAMPLES  of  five  brands  of  non-official 
iron  tablet  have  failed,  in  a  series  of 
tests  carried  out  for  Drug  and  Thera- 
peutics Bulletin,  to  meet  British  Phar- 
macopoeia disintegration  requirements. 
Two  other  non-official  preparations 
(Ferromyn  and  Ferlucon)  passed  the 
tests.  Fourteen  samples  of  ferrous  sul- 
phate tablets,  B.P.,  five  of  ferrous  sul- 
phate compound  tablets,  B.P.C..  and 
nineteen  of  ferrous  gluconate  tablets, 
B.P.,  including  both  branded  and  un- 
branded  products,  were  all  found  satis- 
factory in  disintegration  time.  The  Bul- 
letin places  blame  for  the  failures  on 
poor  quality  control  and  long  storage, 
due  to  slow  turnover  of  "  rather  eccen- 
tric and  expensive  polypharmaceutical 
preparations."  "  Although  there  is  no 
legal  requirement  that  non-official  tab- 
lets shall  pass  the  B.P.  disintegration 
tests,  the  results  throw  doubt,"  says  the 
Bulletin,  "  on  the  claim  that  manufac- 
turers of  branded  tablets  apply  more 
stringent  standards  than  those  of  the 
B.P.  or  B.P.C."  (D.  &  T.  B.,  January  8.) 

The  introduction  of  carbenoxolone 
sodium  as  a  treatment  for  gastric  ulcer 
is  an  important  advance,  says  an  edi- 
torial note  in  Prescribers'  Journal.  In  an 
article  on  which  the  comment  is  based 
Dr.  F.  Avery  Jones  (department  of 
gastroenterology,  Central  Middlesex 
Hospital)  states  that  the  drug  (available 


as  Biogastrone)  is  the  first  medication 
to  have  been  shown  conclusively  to 
speed  up  the  healing  of  gastric  ulcers, 
though  no  appreciable  benefit  has  been 
observed  with  duodenal  ulcers.  (Pre- 
scribers' J.,  December  1964.) 

Chlordiazepoxide  has  been  found  by 
workers  at  the  Alcoholism  and  Drug 
Addiction  Research  Foundation,  Tor- 
onto. Canada,  to  be  better  than  proma- 
zine for  treating  alcohol-withdrawal 
symptoms,  though  the  total  benefit  was 
"  a  relatively  small  addition  to  the 
effect  of  a  placebo."  Both  drugs  pro- 
moted sleep  and  reduced  sweating,  but 
a  tolerance  to  promazine  developed 
quickly.  (B.M.J. ,  January  9.  p.  92.) 

A  request  for  prompt  reports  on  all 
adverse  reactions  suspected  to  be  due  to 
nalidixic  acid  (Negram)  is  made  by 
the  medical  director  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Safety  of  Drugs  (Dr.  D.  A. 
Cahal).  in  a  letter  published  in  the 
B.M.J.  Suspected  reactions  so  far  re- 
ported include  visual  disturbances,  sen- 
sory hallucinations  (some  of  which 
might  be  confused  with  migraine)  and 
skin  reactions  (some  associated  with 
photosensitisation).  No  permanent  ill 
effects  have  been  reported,  but  the 
Committee  consider  that  practitioners 
would  be  wise,  until  further  informa- 
tion becomes  available,  to  use  the  drug 
only  in  situations  in  which  it  is  speci- 


fically indicated.  (B.M.J.,  January  9, 
p.  1 30.)  A  case  of  jaundice  associated 
with  norethisterone  administration  (in 
Anovlar)  is  reported  in  a  letter  contri- 
buted by  Dr.  G.  F.  Baines  (Newcastle- 
on-Tyne  General  Hospital).  (Lancet, 
January  9,  p.  108.)
